Aſter three years ex- 
pectation that things would mend, I ac- 
cepted an advantageous Offer from Cap- 
tain William Prichard, Maſter of the 
Antelope, who was making a Voyage to 
the Hout h. Sea. We ſet fail from Hriſtol 
May 4, 1699, and our. Voyage at firſt 
Was very proſperous, Ir 
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Ir N not 4 — * "me 
reaſons, to trouble the Beater the 
8 Particulars. of our adventures in 
1 Seas: Let it ſuffice to inform 8 that 
in our Paſſage from thence to the Eaft- 
Trnaies,. We Were driven by. - a- violent = 
Storm to the Northward of i Van og 7 $ 
Land., By an Obſervation, we fqund ur- 
| ſelves in the Latitude of 30 Degrees A Mi- 
nutes South. Twelve 2 our Crew. Were 
dead by immoderate a ae Feng 
the reſt were in a very weak co we 
On the fiſth of November, whic 
the beginning of Summer in thoſe 1 4 
the Weather being very hazy, the Sea- 
men ſpyed a Rock, within half a Cable's 
length of che Ship; but the Wind was 
«- $0 ſtrong, that we. were driven di realy 
> upon it, and icamediately ſplit, Six of the 
o- I CrewofwhomTwas one, having letdown 
e che Boat into the Sea, made a ſhift to 
o get clear of the Ship, and the Rock. We 
24 Nrowed by my Com putation about three 
lt Leagues, till, we were able to work no 
Ir Vor. I. B longer, 
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longer, being already ſpent with labour 
while we were in the Ship.” We there- 
fore truſted ourſelves to the 'mercy of 
the wapes, and in abeut half an hour 
the Boat was ovefſet by a ſudden Flurry 
from the North. What became of my 
Companions j in the Boat, as well as of 
thoſe ho eſtaped on tlie Rock, or were 
left in tlie Veſſel, I cannot tell; but con- 
clade they w Wers all loſt. For my own 
haſh, , Iſwam'as Fortune directed me, and 
as puſbꝰd forward by Wind and Tide. 

T often let my Legs drop, and could feel 
no bottom: But When I was almoſt gone, 
and able to ſtruggle no longer, I found 
myſelf within my depth; and by this 
time the Stortn as much abired.! The 
Peclicity was ſo ſmall, that Twalked near 
a Mile befote! gde to che ſhore, Which T

the Evening.” F'theh advanced forward 
near half a Mile, but could not diſcover 

N 4 "fign of Horſes or Tnhitbitants ;- at 
eaſt 1 was in fo weak a-cdtidition, that 
1 did not obſer ve ther Was extremely 
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tired, and with that, and the Heat of the 
weather, and about half a pint of Brandy 
that I drank as I left the Ship, I found 
myſelf much inclined to ſleep. I lay 
down on the Graſs, which was very ſhort 
and ſoft; where I ſlept ſounder than ever 
J remember to have done in my life, 
and as I reckoned, above Nine hours; for 
when I awaked, it was juſt Day- light. 
T attempted to rife, but was not able to 
ſtir : For, as I happened to lie on my 
back, I found my Arms and Legs were 
ſtrongly faſtened on each ſide to the 
ground; and my Hair, which was long 
and thick, tied down in the ſame man- 
ner. I likewiſe felt ſeveral {lender Li- 
gatures acroſs my body, from my Arm- 
pits to my Thighs. I could only look 
upwards; the Sun began to grow hot, and 
the Light offended mine Eyes. I heard 
a confuſed Noiſe about me, but in the 
poſture I lay, could ſee nothing except 
the Sky: In a little time I felt ſomething 
alive moving on my left Leg, which ad- 
vancing gently forward. over my Breaſt,

able to turn my Head about Two inches.

I thought it the moſt 
prudent 'method to lie ſtill, and my de- 
was to continue ſo till night, when 
my Left hand being already looſe, I could 
eaſily free myſelf: And as for the Inha- 
bitants, I had, reaſon to believe I might 
be a match for the greateſt Armies they 
could bring againſt me, if they were all 

of the ſame ſize with him that I' ſaw. 
But Fortune diſpoſed otherwiſe of me. 
When the People obſerved I was quiet, 
they diſcharged no more Arrows: But 
by the Noiſe I heard, I knew their num- 


bers encreaſed; and about Four yards 


from me, over. againſt my Right ear, I 
heard a knocking ſor above an hour, 
like that of people at work; when turn- 
ing my head that way, as well as the 
Fegs and Strings would permit me, TI 
ſaw a Stage erected about a Foot and a 
mall from the ground, capable of hold-

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ing Four of the Inhabitants, with two 


or three Ladders to mount it: From 


whence one of them,. who ſcemed to be 
a Perſon of Quality, made me a long 
Speech, whereof I underſtood. not one 
Syllable.

Whereupon immediately about 
Fifty of the Inhabitants came, and cut the 
Barbs that faſtened the Left ſide of my 
head, which gave me the liberty of turn- 
ing it to the Right, and of obſerving the 
Perſon and Geſture of him that was to 
ſpeak. He appeared to be of a middle age, 
and taller than any of the other Three 
who attended him, whereof one was a 
Page that held up his train, and ſeemed 
to be ſomewhat longer than my Middle 
finger; the other Two ſtood one on 
each fide to ſupport him. He acted 
every part of an Orator, and I could 
obſerve many Periods of Threatnings, 

"'\ pas 
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and others of Promiles, Pity, and Kind- 
ng ofs. L anſwered in a few Words, but 
in the moſt fubmiſſve manner, lifting 
up my Left hand and both mine Eyes 
to the Sun, as calling him for a Witneſs; - 
and being almoſt famiſhed with Hunger, 
having not eaten a Morſel for ſome hours 
before I left the Ship, 1 found the De- 
mands of nature ſo ag upon me, that 
1 could not forbear ſhewing 1 my Iinpa. 


tience (perhaps againſt the ſtri& Rules of 


Decency) by putting my finger frequent- 
ly on my mouth, to ſignify that I wanted 
Fed. T he Hurgo (for ſo they call a 
1 ws „as W learnt) under- 
the Stage, and Samay that a 
Tad ers could be applyed to my Sides, 
on which: above an Hundred of the Inha- 
bitants mounted, and walked towards my 
Mouth, laden with Baskets full of Meat, 
which had been provided, and ſent. thi. 


ther by the King sOrders upon the firſt In- 


telligence he received of me. I obſer ved 


there Was the Fleſh of ſeveral Animals, 
but 
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but could not diſtinguiſh them by the 
Taſte. There were Shoulders. Legs, and 
Loins ſhaped like thoſe of Mutton, and 
very well dreſſed, but ſmaller than the 
Wings of a Lark. I eat them by Two 
or Three at a mouthful, and took Three 
Loaves at a time, about the bigneſs of 
Musket Bullets. They ſupplyed me as 
they could, ſhewing a uſe marks of 
Wonder and AſoniſhmentatmyBulkand 


Appetite. I then made another ſign that 


I wanted Drink. They found by my 
eating that a ſmall quantity would not 
ſuffice me, and being a moft ingenious 


people, they ſlung up with greatdexterity 


one of their largeſt Hogſheads, then rol- 


led it towards my Hand, and beat outthe 
Top; 1 drahk it off at a Draught, which 


1 might well do, for it did not hold Half a 


pint, and taſted like a ſmall Wine of Bur. 


gundy, but much more delicious. They 
brought me a Second Hogſhead, which I 


drank in the ſame manner, and made 


ſigns for more, but they had none to

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8 they ſhouted for joy, and 
danced upon my breaſt, repeat ing ſeveral 
times as they did at firſt, Helinab Hegal 
They made me a ſign that I ſhould throw 


| | the two Hogſheads, but firſt warn-

way, crying aloud, Borach Mivola, and 


when they ſaw the Veſſels in the air, 
there was an univerſal ſnout of Hekinah 
Degul. I confeſs I was often tempted, 
while they were paſſing backwards and 
forwards. on my body, to ſeize Forty or 
Fiſty of the firſt that came in my reach, 
and dah them againſt the ground. But 
the remembrance of what I had felt, 
which probably might not be the worſt 
they could do, and the Promiſe of Ho- 
nour I made them, for ſo I interpreted 
my ſubmiſſive behaviour, ſoon drove out 
theſe Imaginations. Beſides, I now con- 
fider'd myſelf as bound by the Laws of 
Hoſpitality to a People who had treated 
me with ſo much Expence and Magni- 
ficence. However, in my thoughts I 


could not ſufficiently wonder at the In- 


trepidity 
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trepidity of theſe diminutive Mortals, 
— 2 durſt venture to mount and walk 
upon my Body, while one of my Hands 


was at liberty, without trembling at the 
very ſight of ſo prodigious a Creature as 
I] muſt appear to them. After ſome time, 


vhen they obſerved that I made no more 
demands for Meat, there. appeared before 


me a Perſon of high Rank from his Im- 
perial Majeſty, His Excellency having 
mounted on the ſmall of my Right Leg, 
advanced forward up to my Face, with 
about a Dozen of his Retinue. And, pro- 
ducing his Credentials under the Signet 
Royal, which he applyed cloſe to mine 
Eyes, ſpoke about Ten minutes, without 
any ſigns of Anger, but with a kind of 
determinate Reſol ution; oſten pointing 
forwards, which, as I afterwards tound, 


was towards the Ca pital City, about Half

However, he made other 
Signs to let me underſtand that I ſhould 
have Meat and Drink enough, and very 
good Treatment. Whereupon I once 
more thought of attempting to break my 
Bonds, Hut again, when I felt the ſmart 
of their Arrows upon my Face and Hands, 
hich were all in Bliſters, and many of 
the Darts {till ſticking in them, and ob- 
Ferving likewiſe'that the number of my 
Enemies encreaſed, I gave tokens to let 
them know that they might do with me 
what they pleaſed. Upon this the Hurgo 
and his Train withdrew with much Ci- 
vility and chearful Countenances. Soon 
aſter I heard à general Shout, with fre- 


Barn repetitions of the words, Peplom 
elan, 
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Selan, and I felt great numbers of the 
people on my Leſt ſide relaxing the cords 
to fuch a degree, that I was able to turn 
upon my Right, and to eaſe myſelf with 
making water; which I plentifully did, 
to the great aſtoniſhment of the people, 
who conjecturing by my motions whiat I 
was going to do, immediately opened to 
the Right and Left on that ſide, to avoid 
the Torrent which fell with ſuch noiſe 
and violence from me. But before this; 
they had dawbed my Face and both my 
Hands with a ſort of Ointment very plea- 
ſant to the Smell, which in a few mi- 
nutes removed all the ſmart of their ar- 
rows.

very bold and dangerous, and I am con- 
ſident w DOuld not be imitated hy any Prince 
in Europe on the like occaſion; how. 
ever, in my opinion it was extremely Prus 
dent as well'as Generous: For ſuppoſing 
theſe People had endea vour'd to kill me 
with their Spears and Arrows while Iwas 
aſleep, I ſhould certainly have awaked 
with the firſt Senſe of Smart, which might 
ſo far haverouzed my Rage and Strength, 
as to have enabled me to break t he Strings

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they were not able to make IR fo 
they could an Maar) iu | 
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maticians, and arrived toa great perfection 
in Mechanicks by the countenance and 
encouragement of the Emperor, who is 
a renowned Patron of Learning.

He often builds 
his largeſt Men of War, whereof ſome 
are Nine foot long, in the Woods where 
the Timber grows, and has them carried 
on theſe Engines three or fur hundred 
yards to the Sea.

His Features are ſtrong 
and maſculine, with an Auſtrian Lip and 
arched Noſe, his Complexion olive, his 
Countenance erect, his Body and Limbs 
well proportioned, all his Motions grace- 
ful, and his Deportment majeſtick. He 
was then paſt his Prime, being Twenty 


eight years and three quarters old, of 
Which he had reigned about Seven, in 


great felicity, and generally victorious. 
For the better convenience of beholding 
him, I lay on my fide, ſo that my Face 
was parallel to his, and heſtood but Three 
yards off: However, I have had him ſince 
many times in my hand, and-therefore 
cannot be deceived in the deſcription. 
His Dreſs was very plain and ſimple, and 
the Faſhion of it between the Aſatict 
and the European; but he had on his 
Head a light Helmet of Gold, adorned 
with Jewels, and a Plume on the Creft. 
nente He 
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Hg held his Sword drawn in his hand, to 
defend himſeif, if Iſhould happen to break 
looſe; it was almoſt Three inches long, 
the Hiltand Scabbard were Gold enriched 
with Diamonds. His Voice was fhrill, 
but very clear and articulate, and I could 
diſtinctly hear it when I ſtood up. The 
Ladies and Caurtiers were all moſt mag- 
mficently clad, ſo that the Spot they ſtood 
upon ſeemed to reſemble — ſpread 
on the ground, embroidered with Figures 
of Gold and Silver. His Imperial Majeſty 
fpoke oſten to me, and I returned an- 
ſwers, but neither of us could underſtand 
2 ſyllable. There were ſeveral of his 
* Prieſts and Lawyers preſent (as I con- 
jectured by their habits) who were com- 
manded to addreſs themſelves to me, and 
Iſpoke to them in as many Languages as 
I had the leaſt ſmattering of, which were 
High and Low Dutch, Latin; French, 
Spaniſh Italian, and Lingua Francs; but 
all to no purpoſe. After about Two 
hours the Court retired, and I was left 


with a ſtrong Guard, to prevent the Im-

the Rabble, who were very impatient to 
croud about me as near as they durſt, 
and ſome of them had the impudence to 
ſhoot their Arrows at me as I ſate on the

Six hundred Beds of the com- 
mon Meaſure were brought in Carriages, 
and worked up in my houſe; an hun- 
dred and fifty of their Beds ſown toge- 
ther made up the Breadth and Length, 

and theſe were Four double, which how- 
ever kept me but very indifferently from 
the Hardneſs of the Floor, that was of 
ſmooth Stone. By the fame Computa- 
tion'they provided me with Sheets, Blan- 
kets, and Coverlets, tolerable enough for 
one Who had been ak . enured to

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"fi the neus of my 11 ſpread 
pda the Kingdom, it broughr prodi- 
gious numbers of rich, idle, and curious 
People to ſee me; ſo that the Villages 
were almoſt emptied, and great neglect

not provided, by ſeveral Proclamations 
and Orders of State, againſt this Inconve- 
niency. He directed that thoſe Who had 
already beheld me, ſhould return home, 
and not preſume to come within Fifty 
yards of my Houſe without Licenſe from 
Court ; whereby the „ e of, .

- In the mean time; FR Mense held 
frequent Councils to debate-what courſe 
ſhould be taken with me; and I was af- 
terwards aſſured by a particular Friend, a 
Perſon of great Quality, who was looked 
upon to be as much in the Secret as 
any, that the Court was under many 
difficulties concerning me. They ap-

Majeſty and the whole Board in my be- 
behalf, that an Imperial Commiſſion was 
ilued out, obliging all the Villages Nine 


hundred yards round the City, to deliver 


in every morning Sixbeeves, Forty ſheep, 
and other victuals for my ſuſtenance; to- 
gether with a proportionable quantity of 
Bread, and * and other Liquors: 

for 
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for the due payment of which his Ma- 
jeſty gave Aſſignments upon his Trea- 
ſury. For this Prince lives chiefly upon 
his on Demeſnes, ſeldom! except upon 
great occaſions railing any Suhſidies up- 
him in his Wars at their on expence. 
An Eſtabliſnment was alſo made of Six 
hundred perſons to be my Domeſticks, 
who had Board-wages allowed for their 


very conveniently on each ſide of my 
door. It was likewiſe ordered, that Three 
hundred Taylors ſhould make me a Suit 
of Cloaths aſter the faſhion of the Coun- 
trey: That Six of his Majeſty's greateſt 
Scholars ſhould be employed to inſtruct 


me in their Language: And, laſtly, that 


the Emperor's Horſes, and thoſe of the 
Nobility and Troops of Guards ſhould 
be frequently exerciſed in my ſight, to 
accuſtom themſelves to me. All theſe 
Orders were duly put in execution, and 


in about Three weeks I made a great pro- 


which 


greſs in learning their Language; during 
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Which time, the Emperor frequently ho- 
8 noured me with his Viſits, and was plea- 


fed to aſſiſt my Maſters in teaching me. 
We began already to converſe together 
ia ſomeſort; and the firſt Words I learnt 
were to expreſs my defire that he would 
_ to give me my Libetty, which 1 
every day repeated on my knees. His 
Anfwelz as I could apprehend it, Was,

dem. "However, that I ſhould be uſed 

with all Tinduss, and he adviſed me to 

acquire by my Patience, and diſcreet 

Behaviour, the good Opinion of himſelf 

and his Subjefts. He deſired I would 

not take it ill, if he gave orders to cer- 

tain proper Officers to ſearch me; for 

probably I might carry about me ſeveral 

Weapons, which muſt needs be dange- 

rous things, if they anſwered the Bulk of 

ſo ee a perſon. I ſaid, his Majeſty 

ſhould 
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ſhould be fatisfied, for I was ready to 
ſtrip myſelf, and turn up my Pockets 
before him. This I delivered part in 
Words, and part in Signs.” He replied, 
that by the Laws of the Kingdom I-muft 
be ſearched by Two of his Officers; that 
he knew this could not be done without 
my Conſent and Aſſiſtance; that he had 
ſo good an opinion of my Generoſity 
and J uſtice, as to truſt their Perſons in 
my hands: That Whatever they took 
from me ſhould be returned when I left 
the Country, or paid for at the rate 
which I would ſet; upon them. I took 
up the Two Officers in my hands, put 
them firſt into my Coat- pockets, and 
then into every other Pocket about me, 
except my Two: Fobs, and another ſe- 
cret Pocket I had no mind ſhould be 
ſearched, wherein I had ſome little Ne- 
ceſſar ies that were of no conſequence to 
any but myſelf. In One of my Fobs 
there was a Silver Watch, and in the o- 
ther a ſmall quantity of Gold i in a Purſe.

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Paper about them, made an exa& Taven- 
tory of every thing they ſaw ; and when 
they had done, deſired L would ſet them 
down, that they might deliver it to the 
Emperor.

Jubſtances, folded one over another, a- 
bout the bigneſs of Three men, tied with 
a ſtrong Cable, and marked with black 
Figures; which we humbly conceive to 
be Writings, every Letter almoſt half as 
large as the Palm of our Hands. In the 
Left, there was a ſort of Engine, from 
the Back of which were extended Twenty 
long Poles, reſembling the Palliſado's be- 
fore yourMajefty's Court; wherewith we 
conjecture the Man Mountain combs his 
head, for we did not always trouble him 
with Queſtions, becauſe we found it a 
great difficulty to make him underſtand . 
us. In the large Pocket on the Right 
fide of his middle Cover, (fo I tranſlate 
the word Ranfi=Lo, by which they 
meant my Breeches) we faw a hollow 


Pillar of Iron, about the length of a 


Man, faſtened to a ſtrong piece of Tim- 
ber, larger than the Pillar; and upon One 
fide of the Pillar were huge pieces of 
Iron ſticking out, cut into ſtrange Fi- 
gur es, which we know not what to make 
of. In the Left rr

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of the ſame kind. In the ſmaller pocket 
on the Right ſide, were ſeveral round flat 
pieces of white and red Metal, of dif- 
ferent bulk ; ſome of the white, which 
ſeemed to be Silver, were ſo large and 
heavy, that my Comrade and I could 
hardly lift them. In the Leſt pocket were 
Two black Pillars l ſhaped: 
We could not, without difficulty, reach 
the top of chem as we ſtood at the bottom 
of his pocket. One of them was co- 
vered, and ſeemed all of a piece: But 
at the upper end of the other, there 


9 appeared a white round Subſtance, about 


twice the bigneſs of our Heads. 'With- 
in each of theſe was encloſed a prodigi- 
ous Plate of Steel; which, by our orders, 
we obliged him to ſhew us, becauſe we 
apprehended they might be dangerous 
Engines. He took them out of their 
Caſes, and told us, that in his on coun- 
try his practice was to ſhave his Beard 
with one of theſe, and to cut his Meat 
with the other. There were two pockets 
Wi we * not enter: Theſe he 
called 
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called his Fobs ; they were Two large 
Slits cut into the top of his middle Co- 
ver, but ſqueezed cloſe by the preſſure 
of his Belly. Out of the Right Fob 
hung a great Silver Chain, with a won- 
derful kind of Engine at the bottom. 
We directed him to draw out whatever 
was faſtened to that Chain ; which ap- 
peared to be a Globe, half Silver, and 
half of ſome tranſparent Metal: For on 
the tranſparent ſide we ſaw certain ſtrange 
Figurescircularly drawn, andthought we 
could touch them, till we found our Fin- 
gers ſtopped by that lucid Subſtance. He - 
put this Engine to our Ears, which made 
an inceſſant Noiſe like that of a Water- 
mill: And we conjecture it is either ſome 
unknown Animal, or the God that he 
worſhips; but we are more inclined to 
the latter Opinion, becauſe he aſſures us, 
(if we underſtood him right, for he ex- 
preſſed himſelf very imperfectly) that he 
ſeldom did any thing without conſulting 
it: He called it his Oracle, and ſaid it 
pointed out the Time for every Action 
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of his life. From the Left fob he took I 
out a Net almoſt large enough for a 
Fiſherman, but contrived to open and 
ſhut like a Purſe, and ſerved him for 
the ſame uſe : We found therein ſeveral 
maſſy pieces of yellow Metal, which if 
they be real Gold, muſt be of immenſe 
value, 


HAVIN thus, in obedience to your 
Majeſty's Commands, diligently ſearched 
all his Pockets, we obſerved a Girdle a- 
bout his Waiſt made of the Hide of rome 
prodigious Animal; from which, on the te 
Left ſide, hung a Sword of the length off : 
Five men; and on the Right, a Bag or ſe 
Pouch divided into Two Cells, each Celli m 
capable of holding Three of your Ma. be 
jeſty's Subjects. In one of theſe Cells d 
were ſeveral Globes or Balls of the moſi 
ponderous Metal, about the bigneſs o 
our Hgads, and required a ſtrong Hand 
to lift them: The other Cell contained 
heap of certain black Grains, but of no 
great bulk or weight, for we could hold

War x this Inventory was read oyer 


to the Emperor, he directed me, although 
in very gentle terms, to deliver up the 


ſeveral Particulars, He firſt called for 
my Scymiter, which I took out, Scab- 
bard and all. In the mean time he or- 
dered Three Thouſand of his choiceſt 
Troops (who then attended him) to ſur- 
round me at a diſtance, with their Bows 
and Arrows juſt ready to diſcharge But 
I did not obſerve it, for mine Eyes were 
wholly fixed upon his Majeſty, He then 
deſired me to draw my Scymiter, which, 
D 4 although 
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Adel it had got ſome Ruſt by the 
Sea-water, was in moſt parts 28 
bright. 1 did ſo, and immediately all the 
Troops gave a Shout between Terror and 
Surprize; for the Sun ſhone clear, and 
the Reflexion dazled their Eyes as Iwa- 
ved theScymiter to and fro in my hand. 
His Majeſty, who isa moſt magnanimous 
rince, was leſs daunted than I could ex- 
pect; he ordered me to return it into the 
Scabbard, and caſt it on the ground as 
gently as ] could, about Six foot from the 
end of my Chain. The next thing he 
deman ted was One of the hollow Iron 
Pillars, by which he meant my Pocket- 
piſtols. % drew..it out, and at his deſire, 
9 well as 1 could, expreſſed to him the 
951 it; AP charging it only with 
pow d er, Which by the cloſeneſs of my 
Pouch happened to ſcape wetting in the 
Sea (an inconvenience againſt which all 
prudent Mariners take e care to 
pr ovide) I firſt, cautioned the Emperor 
not to be afraid, and then I let it off i in 
the Air. The Altonihhment here Was 
much 
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much greater than at the ſight of my 
Scymiter. Hundreds fell dowa as if they 
had been ſtruck dead; and even the Em- 
peror, although he ſtood his ground, 


could not recover himſelf in ſome time. 


I. delivered. up both my Piſtols. in the 
ſame manner as I had done my Scymiter, 
and then my Pouch of Powder and Bul- 
lets; begging him that the former might 
be kept from the ire, for it would kindle 
with the ſmalleſt Spark, and blow up his 
Imperial Palace into the Air. Ilikewiſe 
delivered up my Watch, which the Em- 
peror was very curious to ſee, and com- 
manded Two of his talleſt Yeomen of 
the Guards to bear it on a Pole upon their 


Shoulders, as Dray-men in England do 
a Barrel of Ale. He was amazed at the 


continual Noiſe it made, and the Motion 
of the Minute-hand, which he could ea- 
ſily diſcern ; for their Sight is much more 
acute than ours; and asked the Opinions 
of his learned Men about him, which 
were various and remote, as the Reader 
may well i imagine without my repeating ; 

although 
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"Won h ** I could not very perfect 
aderfiand them. I then gave up my 
verand Copper Money, my Purſe with 
Nine large pieces of Gold, and ſome 
finaller ones; my Knife and Razor, my 
Comb. and Silver Snuff-box, my Hand- 
kerchicf and Journal-baok. My Scymi- 


for, Piſtols, and Pouch, were conveyed 


in Carriages to his Majeſty's Stores; but 
the reſt of my Goods were returned me. 


I had, as I before obſerved, one pri- 
vate Pocket which eſcaped their ſearch, 
wherein there was a pair of SpeRtacles 
(which I ſometimes uſe for the weakneſs 
of mine eyes) a Pocket Perſpectiye, and 
ſeveral other little Conveniencies; which 
being of no conſequence to the Empe- 


ror, I did not think myſelf bound in

The Author diverts the Emperor and bis 
Nobility af both Sexes, in a very un- 
common Manner, The Diverſions of 
the Court of Lilliput deſeribd. The 


Author hath his Liberty granted bn, 
upon certain Conditions. 


I Geatleneſs and good Beha- 
TA WA RI viourhad gained ſo far on the 
1 'L Emperor and his Court, and 

= indeed upon the Army and 
People in general, that began to conceive 
hopes of getting my Liberty in a ſhort 
time. I took all poſſible methods to cul- 
tivate this favourable diſpoſition. The 
Natives came by degrees to be leſs appre- 
henſive of any Danger from me. I would 
ſometimes lie down, and let Five 2 
ix 
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Six of them dance on my hand. And at 
laſt the Boys and Girls would venture to 
come and play at Hide and Seek in my 
hair. I had now made a good progreſs 
in underſtanding and ſpeaking * Lan- 
guage. The Emperor had a mind one 
day to entertain me with ſeveral of the 
Country Shows, wherein they exceed all 
Nations I have known, both for Dexte- 
rity and Magnificence. I was diverted 
with none ſo much as that of the Rope- 
dancers, performed upon a ſlender white 
Thread, extended about Two foot, and 
T welve inches from the ground. Upon 
which I ſhall deſire liberty, with the 
Wer" 's gm to cs a little. 
*Tars Diverſion is only praftiſed by 
thoſs perſons who are Candidates for 
great Employments and high Favour at 
Court They are trained in this Art 
From their youth, and are not always of 
— Birth; or liberal Education. When 
a great Office is vacant either by Death 
or r Diſgrace (which often happens) Five 
or 
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or Six of thoſe Candidates petition the 
Emperor to entertain his Majeſty and the 
Court with a Dance on the Rope, and 
whoever jumps the higheſt without fal- 
ling ſucceeds in the Office. Very often 
the Chief Miniſters themſelves are com- 
manded to ſhew their Skill, and to con- 
vince the Emperor that they have not loſt 
their Faculty. Flimnap, the Treaſurer, is 
allowed to cut a Caper on the ſtrait Rope, 
at leaſt an Inch higher than any other Lord 
in the whole Empire. I have ſeen him 
do the Summerſet ſeveral times together 
upon a Trencher fixed on the Rope, 


which is no thicker than a common Pack- 


thread in England. My Friend Reldre- 
ſal, Principal Secretary for private Affairs, 
is, in my opinion, if I am not partial, 
the ſecond after the Treaſurer; the reſt of 
the Great Officers are much upon a Par. 


Trtrst Diverſions are often attended 
with fatal Accidents, whereof great num- 
bers are on record. I myſelf have ſeen 
Two or Three Candidates break a Limb.

Theſe Threads are propoſed as Prizes for 
thoſe perſons whom the Emperor hath 2 
mind to diftinguiſh by a peculiar mark of 
his Favour. The Ceremony is performed 


in 
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in his Majeſty's great Chamber of State; 
where the Candidates are to undergo 4 
Tryal of Dexterity very different from 
the former, and ſuch as Thave not obſery- 
ed the leaft reſemblance of in any other 
Countrey of the old or the new! World. 
The Emperor holds a Stick in his hands, 
both ends parallel to the Horizon, while 
the Candidates advancing one by one, 
fornetimes leap over the Stick, ſometimes 
creep under it backwards and forwards 
ſeveral times, according as the Stick is 
advanced or depreſſed. Sometimes the 
Emperor holds one end of the Stick, and 
his Firft Miniſter the other; ſometimes 
the Miniſter has it entirely to himiſelf. 
Whoever performs his part with moſt 
Agility, and holds out the longeſt in leap- 
ing and creeping, is rewarded with the 
Purple colouredSilk; the Vellow is given 
to the next, and the White to the Third, 
which they all wear girt twice round a- 
bout the middle; and you ſee few great 
Perſons about this Court who are not 
adorned with one of thefe Girdles. 
; | Tus 
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— Horſes of he Aany, and thoſe 
pr the Royal Stables, having been daily 
led before me, were no longer ſhy, but 
would come up to my very feet without 
Karting. The Riders would leap them 
over my hand as T held it on the ground, 
and One of the Emperor's. Huntſmen, 
upon a large Courſer, took my Foot, 
Shoe and all; which was indeed a pro- 
digious Leap. I had the good fortune to 
divert the Emperor One day after a very 
extraordinary manner. Idefired he would 
order ſeveral Sticks of Two foot high, 
and the thickneſs of an ordinary Cane, to 
be brought me; whereupon his Majeſty 
commanded the Maſter of his Woods to 
give directions accordingly; and the next 
morning Six Wood- men arrived with as 
many Carriages, drawn by Eight Horſes 
to each. I took Nine of theſe Sticks, 
and fixing them firmly in the ground in 
a Quadrangular Figure, Two foot and a 
half ſquare, I took four other Sticks, and 
ms them ** at each Corner, about

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Two foot from the ground; then I 
faſtned my Handkerchief to the Nine 
Sticks ar ſtood erect, and extended it 
on all ſides till it was as tight as the top 
of a Drum; and the Four parallel Sticks 
riſing about Five inches higher than the 
Handkerchief, ſerved as Ledges on ęach 
ſide.

It was my good 
fortune that no ill Accident happened in 
theſe Entertainments, only once a fiery 
Horſe that belonged to one of the Cap- 
tains pawing with his Hoof ſtruck a hole 
in my Handkerchief, and his Foot ſlip- 
ping, he overthrew bis Rider and him- 
ſelf; but I immediately relieved them 
both, and covering the Hole with one 
| hand, I ſet down the Troop with the 
eben in the ſame manner as I took them 
The Horſe that fell was ſtrained in 

= Left ſhoulder, but the Rider got no 
hurt, and I repaired my Handkerchief 
as well as I could ; however, I would not 
truſt to the ſtrength of it any more in

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£8893 Two or Three days before T 
was ſet at liberty, as I was entertaining 
the Court with theſe kind of Feats, there 
arrived an Expreſs to inform his Majeſty 
that ſome of his Subjects riding near the 
place where I was firſt taken up, had ſeen 
a great black Subſtance lying on the 
ground, very odly ſhaped, extending its 
Edges round as wide as his Majeſty's Bed- 
chamber, and riſing up in the middle as 
high as a Man; that it was no living 
Creature, as they : at firſt apprehended, for 
it lay on the graſs without motion, and 


ſome of them had walked round it EVE 


ral times: That by mounting upon each 
others Shoulders, they had got to the top, 
which was flat and even, and ſtamping 
upon it they found it was hollow with- 
in; that they humbly conceived it might 
be ſomething belonging to the Man- 
Mountain, and if his Majeſty pleaſed, 

they would undertake to bring it with 


only Five horſes. I preſently knew what 


they meant, and was glad at heart to re-

my firſt reaching the ſhoreafter our ſhip-

After they were read, I was demanded to 
ſwear to the performance of them; firſt 
in the manner of my own countrey, and 
after werds in the method preſcribed by 
their Laws; which was to hold my Right 
foot in my Lefi hand, to place the Mid- 
dle finger of my Right hand on the 
Crown of my head, and my Thumb on 
the Tip of my Right ear, But becauſe 
the Reader may perhaps be curious to

E Firſt requeſt I made after 
T had obtained my Liberty, 
was, that I might have li- 
=== cenſe to ſee Mildendo, the 
Metropolis; which the Emperor eaſily 
granted me, but with a ſpecial charge 
to do no hurt, either to the Inhabitants, 
or their Houſes. The People had no- 
tice by Proclamation of my defign to 

viſit the Town. The Wall which en- 
compaſſed it, is Two foot and an half 
high, 
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ti gh, and at leaſt Eleven inches broad, 0 
that a Coach and Horſes may be driven | 
very ſafely round it; and it is flanked 
with ſtrong Towers at Ten foot diſtance: 
I ſtept over the great Weſtern Gate, and 
paſſed very gently, and ſideling through 
the Two principal Streets, only in my 
Mort Waiſtcoat, for fear of damaging the 
Roofs and Eves of the Houſes with the 
Skirts of my Coat. I walked with the 
utmoſt circumſpection, to avoid treading 
on any Stragglers, that might remain 
in the Streets, although the Orders were 
very ſtrict, that all people ſhould keep 
in their houſes, at their own peril; The 
Garret Windows and Tops of houſes were 
focrowded withSpeQators, that Ithought 
in all my Travels I had not ſeen a more 
populous place. The. City is an exa&t 
Square, each {ide of the Wall being Five 
hundred foot long. The two great Streets 
which run croſs and divide it into Four 
Quarters, are Five foot wide. The Lanes 
and Alleys which I could not enter, but 
only . them as J paſſed, are from 
Twelve 
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Twelve to Eighteen inches. The Town 


is capable of holding Five hundred thous 
ſand Souls. The Houſes are from Three 


to Five Stories. The Shops and . 
well proyadell..: 


Tx Emperor's Palace i is in chi Cen- 
ter of the City, where the Two great 
Streets meet. It is incloſed by a Wall 
of Two foot high, and Twenty foot diſ- 
tant from the Buildings. I had his Ma- 
jeſty's permiſſion to ſtep: over this Wall; 
and the Space being ſo wide between 
that and the Palace, I could eafily view 
it on every ſide. The outward Court 
is a Square of Forty foot, and includes 
Twoother Courts: In the inmoſt are the 
Royal Apartments, which I was very de- 
ſirous to ſee, but found it extremely dif- 
ficult ; for the great Gates, from one 
Square into another, were but Eighteen 
inches high, and Seven inches wide. Now 
the Buildings of the outer Court were 
at leaſt Five foot high, and it was impoſ- 
ſible for me to ſtride over them, with- 

out 
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out infinite damage to the Pile, though 
the Walls were ſtrongly built of hewn 
Stone, and Four inches thick. At the 
fame time the Emperor had a great de- 
ſire that I ſhould ſee the Magnificence 


of his Palace; but this I was not able to 
do till Three days after, which I ſpent in 


the largeſt Trees in the Royal Park, a- 

bout an Hundred yards diſtant from he 
City. Oftheſe Trees I made Two Stools, 
each about Three foot high, and ſtrong 
enough to bear my Weight. The People 
having received notice a Second time, I 
went again through the City to the Pa- 
hace; with my Two Stools in my hands.

Court, I ſtood upon One Stool, and took 


the Roof, and gently ſet it down on the 
Space between the firſt and ſecond Court, 
which was Eight foot wide.

Beſides, our Hi- 
ſtories of Six thouſand Moons make no 
mention of any other Regions, than tlie 
Two great Empires of Lilliput and Ble. 
fuſen. Which Two mighty Powers have, 
as I was going to tell you, been engaged 
in a moſt obſtinate War for Six and thirty 
Moons patt, It began upon the tollow- 
ing Occaſion. - It is allowed on all hands, 
that the primitive way of breaking Eggs 
before we eat them, was upon the larger 
End : But his preſent Majeſty's Grand- 
father, while he was a Boy, going to eat 
an Egg, and breaking it according to the 
ancient practice, happened to cut one of 
his Fingers. Whereupon the Emperor 
his Father publiſhed an Edict, command- 


ing all his Subjects, upon great Penalties, 
to break the ſmaller End of their Eggs.

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another his Crown: Theſe Civil Com: 
motions were conſtantly fomented by the 
Monarchs of Blefuſen; and when they 
were quelled, the Exiles always fled for 
Refuge to that Empire. It is computed, 
that Eleven thouſand Perſons have, /at 


ſeveral times, ſuffered Death, rather than 


ſubmit to break their Eggs at the ſmaller 
End. Many hundred large Volumes have 
been publiſhed; upon this Controverſy: 
But the Books of the Big-Eudians have

During the Courſe of 
theſe Troubles, the Emperors of Ble-

the Cable to make it ſtronger, and for 
the ſame reaſon I twiſted Three of the 
Iron Bars together, binding the Extremi- 
ties into à Hook; Having thus fixeit Bitty 
Hooks to as many Cables, I went back 
to the North-Eaft Coaſt, and putting off 
my Coat, Shoes, and Stockings, walked 
into the Sea in my Leathern Jerkin, about 
half an hour before High-water. I Wa- 
ded with what haſte I could, and ſwam in 
the middle about Thirty yards till I felt 
ground; I arrived at the Fleet in leſs than 
half an hour. The Enemy was fo fright- 
ed when they ſaw me, that they leaped 
out of their ſhips, and ſwam to ſhore, 
where there could not be fewer than 
Thirty thouſand Souls. I then took my 
Tackling, and faſtning a Hook to the hole 
at the Prow of each, I tied all the Cords 
ä at the End. While I was thus 


employed, 
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employed; the Enemy diſcharged ſeveral 
thouſand Atrows, many of which ſtuck in 
my Hands arid Face; and beſides the ex- 
ceffive ſmart, gave me much diſturbance 
in my Work. My greateſt Apprehenſion 
was for mine Eyes, which I ſhould have 
infallibly Joſt; if T had not fuddenly 
' thought of an Expedient. I kept among 
pther little Neceſſaries a pair of Spectacles 
in a private Pocket, which, as I obſerved 
Before, had ſcaped the Emperor's Search- 
ers. Theſe Itock out and faſtned as ſtrong- 
ty as I:could upon my Noſe, and thus 
armed went on boldly with my Work in 
ſpight of the Enemies Arrows, many of 
which ſtruck againſt the Glaſſes of my 
Speftacles, but without any other effect, 
Further than a little to diſcompoſe them. 
I had now faſtned all the Hooks, and tak- 
ing the Knot in my hand, began to pull; 
but not a Ship Wouid ſtir, for they were all 
too faſt held by their Anchors, ſo that the 
holdeſt part of my Enterprize remained. 
I therefore let go the Cord, and leaving 
the Hooks fixed to the Ships, I reſolutely

cut with my Knife the Cables that faſt« 
ned the Anchors, receiving above Two 
hundred Shots in my Face and Hands; 
then I took. up the knotted end of the 
Cables to which my Hooks were tyed,

Tax Blefuſcudians, who had not the 
leaſt imagination of what I intended, were 
at firſt confounded with aſtoniſhment. 
They had ſeen me cut the Cables, and 
thought my Deſign was only to let the 
Ships run a-drift, or fall foul on each 
other: But when they perceived the 
whole Fleet moving in order, and ſaw 
me pulling at the end, theyſer up ſuch a 
{cream of Grief and Deſpair, that it is 
almoſt impoſſible to deſcribe or conceive. 
When I had got out of danger, I ſtopt a 
while to pick out the Arrows that ſtuck 


in my Hands and Face, and rubbed on 
ſome of the ſame Ointment that was given

I ſigned thoſe Articles upon which I reco- 
vered my Liberty, there were ſome which 
I diſliked upon account of their . being 
00 ſervile, neither could any thing but 
an extreme Neceſſity have forced me to 
ſubmit.

IT nove I intend to leave 
the Peſcription of this Empire 
to a particular Treatiſe; yet 
in the mean time I am con- 
tent to gratify the curious Reader with 
ſome general Ideas. As the common ſize 
of the natives is ſomewhat under Six 
inches high, ſo there is an exact Propor- 
tion in all other Animals, as well as Plants 
and Trees: For inſtance, the talleſt Horſes 
and Oxen are between Four and Five 
Al: "thy inches 
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inches in height, the 8heep an Inch and 
a half, more or leſs; their Geeſe about 
the big neſs of a Sparrow, and ſo the ſe.

ſee with great exactneſs, but at no great 
diſtance. And to ſhow the ſharpneſs of 
their ſight towards Objects that are near, 
I have been much pleaſed in obſerving a 
Cook pulling a Lark, which was not fo 
large as a common Fly; and a young Girl 
threading an inviſible Needle with in- 
viſible Silk. Their talleſt Trees are a» 
bout Seven foot high; I mean ſome of 
thoſe in the great Royal Park, the Tops 
whereof I could but juſt reach with my 


Fiſt clenched. The other Vegetables are 


in the ſame proportion ; but'this I leave 
to the Reader's imagination.

TERRE are ſome Laws and Cuſtoms 


in Wr i aa very peculiar, ànd if they 
were 
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were not ſo directly contrary to thoſe 
of my own dear Countrey, I ſhould be 
rempted to ſay a little in their juſtification. 
It is oaly to be wiſhed, that they were as 
well executed. The firſt I ſhall mention, 
relates ta Informers. All Crimes againſt 
the State are puniſhed here with the ut- 
moſt ſeverity ; but if the Perſon accuſed 
maketh his Innocence plainly to appear 
upon his Tryal, the Accuſer is immediate- 
ly put to an ignominious Death; and out 
of his Goods or Lands, the innocent Per- 
ſon is quadruply recompenſed for the Loſs 
of his Time, for the Danger he under- 
went, for the Hardſhip of his Impriſon- 
ment, and for all the Charges he hath 
been at in making his Defence. Or, if 
that Fund be deficient, it is largely ſup- 
plied by the Crown. The Emperor does 
alſo confer on him ſome publick Mark of 
his Favour, and Proclamation is made of

7 „Ten look upon Fraud as a greater 
Crime than Theft, and therefore ſeldom 
fail 
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fail to puniſh it with Death; for they al- 
ledge, that Care and Vigilance, with a ve- 
common Underſtanding, may preſerve 
a man's Goods from Thieves, but Honeſty 
has no fence againſt ſuperior Cunning ; 
and ſince it is neceſſary that there ſhould 
be a perpetual Intercourſe of Buying and 
Selling; and dealing upon Credit, where 
Fraud ispermitted or connived at, or hath 
no Law to puniſh it, the honeſt Dealer 3 is 
always undone, and the Knave gets the 
advantage.

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ALTHOUGH we uſually all Reward 
and Puniſhment the Two Hinges upon 
which all Government turns, yet I could 
never obſerve this Maxim to be put in 
practiſe by any Nation except that of 
Lilliput. Whoever can there bring ſuf 
ficient proof that he hath ſtrictly obſerved 
the Laws of his Country for Seventy 
three moons, hath a claim to certain Pri- 
vileges, according to his Quality and 
Condition of Life, with a proportionable 
dum of Money out of a Fund appropria- 
ted for that uſe: He likewiſe acquires the 
Title of $»:#pall, or Legal, which is ad- 


ded to his Name, but does not deſcend to 


his Poſterity. And theſe people thought 
it a prodigious Defect of Policy among 
us, When I told them that our Laws 
were enforced only by Penalties withour 
any mention of Reward, It is upon this

Favours I received from him, and the 
high Title of Nerdac he eoliferred upon 


me. Neither had T fo ſoon learned the 
Gratitude of Courtiers, to perſuade my 


ſelf that his Majeſty's prefent Severities 


quitted' me of all pale e e 


Ar laſt 1 Brel upon a Reſolution, for 
which it is probable T may incur ſome 
Cenſure, and not unjuſtly; for I confeſs 


Lowe the preſerving mine Eyes, and con- 


ſequently my Liberty, to my own great 
Raſhnefs and want of Experience: be- 


cauſe if T had then known the nature of 
Princes and Minifters, which Ihave ſince 


obſerved in many other Courts, and their 
Methods of treating Criminals leſs ob- 
noxious than myſelf, I ſhould with great 

ala- 
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alacrity and readineſs haveſubmitted to ſo 
eaſy a puniſhment... But hurry'd on by 
the Precipitancy of Youth, and having 
his Imperial Majeſty's Licence to pay my 
attendance upon the-Empetor of Blefafe 
cu, I took this Opportunity, before the 
Three days were elapſed, to ſend a Letter 
tomy Friend the Secretary, ſignifying my 
Reſolution of ſetting out that morning 
for Blefuſcu purſuant to the leave I had 
got; and without waiting for an anſwer, 
I weat to that fide of the Ifland where 
our Fleet lay: I ſeized a large Man of 
War, ty'd a Cable to the Prow, and lift- 
ing up the Anchors, I ftript myſelf, put 
my Cloaths (together with my Coverlet, 
which I brought under my Arm) intothe 
Veſſel, and drawing it after me between 
wading and ſwimming, arrived at the 
Royal Port of Mhuſeu, where the People 
had long expected me; they lent me two 
Guides to direct me to the Capital City, 
which is of the ſame name. I held them 
ig my hands till I came within Two Hun- 
dred Yards of the e them to 
ſignify 
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fignify my Arrival to one ofthe Sectetas 


ries, and let him know, I there waited 


his Majeſty's Commands. I had an An- 


ſwer in about an hour, that his Majeſty, 
attended by the Royal Family, and great. 
Officers off the Court, was coming, out to 
receiveme. Iadvanced an Hundred yards. 
The Emperor and his train alighted from 


their Horſes, the Empreſs and Ladies 


from their Coaches, and Idid not perceive 
they were in any Fright or Concern. I 
lay on the Ground to kiſs his Majeſty's 
and the Empreſs's Hand. I told his Ma- 
jeſty that Iwas come according to my Pro- 
miſe, and with the Licence of the Empe- 
ror my Maſter, to have the Honour of 

ſeeing ſo Mighty a Monarch, and to offer 
him any Service in my power, conſiſtent 


with my Duty to my gen Prince; not 


mentioning a word ofhy Diſgrace, be- 
cauſe I had hitherto no regular Informa- 
tion of it, and might ſuppoſe myſelf 
wholly ignorant of any ſuch Deſign; 
neither could I reaſonably conceive that

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while I was out of his power: Wherein, 


however, it ſoon appeared Twas deceived. 


I ſhall not trouble the reader with the 
particular account of my reception at this 
Court, which was ſuitable to the Gene- 
roſity of ſo great a Prince; nor of the 
Difficulties I was in for want of a Houſe 
asnd Bed, being forced tolieontheground, 
wrapt up in my Coverlet.

The Author, by @ lutky Accident, finds 
Means to leave Blefuſcu ; and, after 


Jom Difficulties, returns * to his 
native Countrey. 


HRE E days after my arrival, 
3% YI walking fn of curioſity to 
the North-Eaſt Coaſt of the 
Iſland, Tobferved, about Half 
a league off, in the ſea, ſomewhat that 
looked like a Boat overturned. I pulled 
off my Shoes and Stockings, and wading 
Two or Three hundred yards, I found 
the Object to approach nearer by force 
of the Tide, and then plainly ſaw it to 
be a real Boat, which I ſuppoſed might, 
by ſome Tempeſt, have been driven from 
a Ship; whereupon I returned immedi- 


ately towards the City, and deſired his Im- 
perial 
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perial Majeſty to lend me Twenty of the 
talleſt Veſſels he had left after the loſs of 
his Fleet, and Three thouſand Seamen 
under the Command of the Vice-Admiral. 
This Fleet failed round, while I went 
back the ſhorteſt way to the Coaſt where 
I firſt diſcovered the Boat; I found the 
Tide had driven it ſtill nearer. The Sea- 
men were all provided with Cordage, 
which I had beforehand twiſted to a ſut- 
ficient ſtrength. When the Ships came 
up, I ſtript myſelf, and waded till I came 
within an Hundred yards of the Boat, af 
ter which I was forced to ſwim till I got 
up to it. The Seamen threw me the end 
of the Cord, which I faſtned to a Hole in 
the fore- part of the Boat, and the other 
end to a Man of War: But I found all my 
labour to little purpoſe; for being out of 
my depth, I was not able to work. In 
this neceſſity, I was forced to ſwim behind, 
and puſh the Boat forwards as often as I 
could, with one of my hands ; and the 
Tide favouring me, Iadvanced ſofar, that 
I could juſt hold up my Chin and feel the 

K 2 Ground. 
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Ground. I reſted Two or Three minutes, 
and then gave the Boat another ſhove, 
and ſo on till the Sea was no higher than 
my Arm: pits; and now the moſt labori- 
ous part being over, I took out my other 
Cables which were ſtowed in one of the 
Ships, and faſt ning them firſt to the Boat, 
and then to Nine of the Veſſels which 
attended me; the Wind being favourable, 
the Seamen towed, and I ſhoved till we 
arrived within Forty yards of the Shore, 
and waiting till the Tide was out, I got 
dry to the Boat, and by the aſſiſtance of 
Io thouſand men, with Ropes and En- 
gines, I made a {hift to turn it on its 
bottom, and found it was but little da- 


mayor 


I ſhall not trouble the reader with the 
difficulties I was under by the help of 
certain Paddles, which coſt me Ten days 
making, to get my Boat to the Royal 
Port of Blefuſtu, where a mighty con- 
courſe of people appeared upon my ar- 
rival, Bull of wonder at the ſight of ſo 

prodt- 
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prodigious a Veſſel. I told the Emperor 


that my good fortune had thrown this 


Boat in my way, to carry me to ſome 


place from whence I might return into 
my native Countrey, and begged his 
Majeſty's orders for getting Materials to 
fit it up, together with his Licence to 
depart ; which, after ſome kind expoſtu- 
lations, he was pleaſed to grant. 


I did very much wonder, in all this 
time, not to have heard of any Expreſs 


relating to me from our Emperor to the 
Court of Blefuſcu. But J was after- 


wards given privately to underſtand, that 


his Imperial Majeſty, never imagining 
I had the leaſt notice of his Deſigns, be- 
lieved I was only gone to Blefuſcu in 
performance of my Promiſe, according 


to the Licence he had given me, which 
was well known at our Court, = would 


return in a few days when that Ceremony 
was ended. But he was at laſt in pain at 
my long abſence; and, after conſulting 
with the Treaſurer, and the reſt of that 
oY K 3 Cabal, 
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Cabal, a Perſon of Quality was diſpatched 
with the copy of.the Articles againſt me. 
This Envoy had Inſtructions to repreſent 
to the Monarch of Blefuſcu, the great 
Lenity of his Maſter, who was content 
topuniſh me no further than with the loſs 
of mineEyes; that I had fled from Juſtice, 
and if I did not return in Two hours, I 

| ſhould be deprived of my Title of Nar- 
dac, and declared a Traitor, The Envoy 
further added, that in order to maintain 
the Peace and Amity between both Em- 
pires, his Maſter expected, that his Brother 
of Blefuſcu would give orders to have 
me ſent back to Lilliput, bound Hand 
and Foot, to be puniſhed as a Traitor. 


Tax Emperor of Blefuſeu having ta- 
ken Three days to conſult, returned an 
Anſwer conſiſting of many Civilities and 
Excuſes. He faid, that as for ſending 
me bound, his Brother knew it was im- 
poſſile ; that although I had deprived 
him of his Fleet, yet he owed great Ob- 


ligations to me for . good Offices I 
had 
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had done him ia making the Peace. That 
however. both their Majeſties would ſoon 
be made eaſy; for I had found a prodi- 
gious Veſſel on the Shore, able to carry 
me on the Sea, which he had given or- 
der to fit up with my own Aſſiſtance 
and Direction, and he hoped in a few 
weeks both Empires would be freed from 
ſo inſupportable an Incumbrance. 


Wirz this Anſwer the Envoy ze- 
turned to Lilliput, and the Monarch of 
Blefuſcu related to me all that had paſt, 
offering me at the ſame time (but un- 
der the ſtricteſt Confidence) his gracious 
Protection, if I would continue in his 
Service; wherein although Ibelieved him 
ſincere, yet I reſolved never more to put 
any confidence in Princes or Miniſters, 
where I could poſſibly avoid it; and 
therefore, with all due acknowledgments 
for his favourable Intentions, I humbly 
begged to be excuſed. I told him, that 
lince Fortune, whether good or evil, had 
farown a Veſſel in my way, I was re-

eolved-to venture myſelf in the Ocean, 


rather than be an occaſion of * 


between two ſuch mighty Monarchs. 
Neither did I find the Emperor at all 


diſpleaſed; and I diſcovered by a certain 


Accident, that he Was very glad of my 
Reſolution, and ſo were moſt of his Mi- 


niſters. 


TR ESE conſiderations moved me to 


haſten my departure ſomewhat ſooner 
than I intended; to which the Court im- 
patient to have me gone, very readily 


contributed. Five hundred Workmen 


were employed to make two Sails to 


my Boat, according to my directions, by 
quilting Thirteen fold of their ſtrongeſt 
Linen together, I was at the pains of 


making Ropes and Cables, by twiſting 


Ten, Twenty or Thirty of the thickeſt 


and ſtrongeſt of theirs. A great Stone that 
Thappened to find, after a long ſearch, by 


the Sea-ſhore, ſeryed me for an Anchor. 


I had the Tallow of Three hundred cows 


for greaſing 18 Boat „and other uſes. 
1 Was 
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I was at incredible pains in cutting down 
ſome of the largeſt Timber Trees for Oars 


and Maſts, wherein I was, however, 


much aſſiſted by his Majeſty's Ship-Car- 
penters, who helped me in ſmoothing 


them, after I had done the rough work, 


IN about a month, when all was pre- 
pared, I ſent to receive his Majeſty's Com- 
mands, and to take my leave. The Em- 
peror and Royal Family came out ofthe 
Palace; I lay down on my Face to kiſs 
his Hand, which he very graciouſly gave 
me; ſo did the Empreſs, and young 
Princeſs of the Blood. His Majeſty pre- 
ſented me with Fifty purſes of Two hun- 
dred Sprugs a- piece, together with his 
Picture at full length, which I put im- 
mediately into one of my Gloves, to keep 
it from being hurt. The Ceremonies at 
my Departure were too many to trouble 
the reader with at this time. 

I ſtored the Boat with the carcaſſes of 
an Hundred oxen, and Three hundred 
| ſheep,

ſheep, with Bread and Drink propor. 
tionable, and as much Meat ready dreſ- 
ſed as Four Hundred cooks could pro- 
vide, I took with me Six cows and Two 
bulls alive, with as many yews and rams, 
intending to carry them into my own 
country, and propagate the breed. And 
to feed them on board, I had a good bundle 
of Hay, and a bag of Corn. I would 
- gladly have taken a Dozen of the natives, 
but this was a thing the Emperor would 
by no means permit; and beſides a dili- 
gent ſearch into my Pockets, his Majeſty 
engaged my Honour not to carry away 
any of his Subjects, although with their 
own conſent and deſire. 


 HavinG thus prepared all things as 
well as Iwas able, I ſet ſail onthe Twenty- 
fourth day of September 1701, at Six in 
the morning; and when I had gone a- 
bout Four leagues to the Northward, the 
Wind being at South-Eaſt, at Six in the 
evening, I deſcryed a ſimall Iſland about 
Half a league to the North-Weſt, I ad- 
vanced 
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vanced forward, and caſt anchor on the 
Lee-ſide of the Hland, which ſeemed to 
be uninhabited. I then took ſome refreſh. 
ment, and went to my reſt. I ſlept well, 
and I conjecture at leaſt Six hours, for I 
found the day broke in Two. hours after 
I awaked. It was a clear night. I eat my 
breakfaſt before the Sun was up; and 
| heaving anchor, the Wind being favour- 
able, I ſteered the ſame courſe that I had 
done the day before, wherein I was di- 
rected by my Pocket-Compaſs. My in- 
tention was to reach, if poſſible, one of 
thoſe Iſlands, which JI had reaſon to be- 
lieve lay to the North-Eaſt of Van Die- 
men's Land. I diſcovered nothing all that 
day ; but upon the next, about Three in 

the afternoon, when I had, by my com- 

putation, made Twenty four leagues from 
Blefuſcu, I deſcryed a Sail ſteering to the 
- South-Eaſt ; my courſe was due Eaſt. I 
hailed her, but could get no anſwer; yet 
I found I gained upon her, for the Wind 
lackned. I made all the fail I could, 
and in Half an hour ſhe ſpied me, then 
hung 
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hung out her Antient, and diſcharged a 
Gun. It is not eaſy to expreſs the joy 
T was in upon the unexpected hope ofonce 
more ſeeing my beloved Countrey, and 
the dear Pledges I had left in it. The Ship 
flackned her Sails, and I came up with 
her between Five and Six in the evening; 
September 26; but my heart leapt with- 
in me to ee her En gliſh Colours. I 
put my Cows and Sheep into my Coat- 
Pockets, and got on board with all my 
little Cargo' of Proviſions.” The Veſſel 
was an Engliſh Merchant - Man, returning 
from Jaban by the North and South 
Seas ; the Captain, Mr. John Biddle of 
Deptford, a very civil Man, and an ex- 
cellent Sailor. We were new in the 
Latitude ofʒo Degrees South, there were 
about Fifty men in the ſhip; and here 1 
met an old Comrade of mine, one Peter 
Williams, who gave me a good charac- 
ter to the Captain: This Gentleman 
treated me with kindneſs, and deſired I 
would let him know what place came 


92 5 laſt, and whither I was bound; 
which 
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which Idid in few words, but hethought 
I was raving, and that the dangers I un- 
derwent had diſturbed my head; where- 
upon I took my black Cattle. and Sheep 
out of my — which, aſter great 
aſtoniſhment, clearly convinced him of 
my Veracity. ' I then ſhewed him the 
Gold given me by the Emperor of Ble- 
fuſen, together with his Majeſty's Picture 
at full length, and ſome other Rarities 
of that countrey. Igave him Two Purſes 
of Two hundred Sprugs each, and pro- 
miſed, when we arrived in England to 
make him a Preſent of a Cow and a 
Ship big with young. 


1 ſhall not trouble the reader with a 
particular account of this voyage, which 
was very proſperous for the moſt part. 
We arrived in the Downs: on the 13th 
of April 1702. I had only one misfor- 
tune, that the Rats on board carried a- 
way one of my Sheep; I found her 
Bones in a Dede, picked clean from the 
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fleſh. The reſt of my Cattle I got ſaſe 
on ſhore, and ſet them a grazing in a 
Bowling-Green at Greenwich, where the 
Fineneſs of the Graſs made them feed 
very heartily, though I had always feared 
the contrary: neither could I poſſibly 
have preſerved them in ſo long a Voyage, 
if the Captain had not allowed me ſome 
of his belt Bisket, which rubbed to Pow- 
der, and mingled with Water, was their 
conſtant food. The ſhort time I con- 

tinued in England, I made a conſide- 
rable profit by ſhewing my Cattle to 
many Perſons of Quality, and others: 
And before I began my ſecond Voyage, 
I fold them for Six Hundred pounds, 
Since my laſt return, I find the breed 
1s conſiderably increaſed, eſpecially the 
Sheep; which I hope will prove much 
to the advantage of the Woollen Ma- 
nufacture, by the Fineneſs of the Flee- 


I ſtayed 
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1 ſtayed but Two months with my 
Wife and Family; for my infatiable De- 
ſire of ſeeing foreign Countries would 
ſuffer me to continue no longer. I left 
Fifteen Hundred pounds with my Wite, 
and fixed her in a good houſe at Red- 
riff. My remaining Stock I carried 
with me, part in Money, and part in 
Goods, in hopes to improve my for- 
tunes. My eldeſt Uncle John had left 
me an Eſtate in Land, near Epping, of 
about Thirty pounds a Year; and I had 
a long Leaſe of the Black Bull in Fet- 
ter-Lane, which yielded me as much 
more: ſo that I was not in any danger 
of leaving my Family upon the Pariſh. | 
My Son Jobnm, named fo after his 
Uncle, was at the Grammar-School, and 


a towardly Child. My Daughter Betty 
(who is now well married, and has chil- 


dren) was then at her Needle-work. 
I took leave of my Wite, and Boy and 
Girl, with tears on both ſides, and went

Rx AV ING been condemned by 

nature and fortune to an ac- 
tive and reſtleſs Life, in Two 
months after my Return, I a-

gain left my native Countrey, and took 


L 4 % ſhipping 


— 
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ſhipping in the Downs on the 2075 Day of 
Fane 1722, in the Adventure, Captain 
John Nicholas à Corniſh Man Com- 
mander, bound for Surat. We had a very 
p ſperous Gale till we arrived at the 
Coe of Good-hope, where we landed for 
freſh Water, but diſcovering a Leak we 
unſhipped our Goods, and winter'd there; 
for the Captain falling ſick of an Ague, 
we could not leave the Cape till the end 
of March. We then ſet fail, and had 
a good Voyage till we paſſed the Szrezghts 
of Madagaſcar; but having got North- 
ward of that Iſland, and to about five 
ces South Latitude, the Winds, 


which in thoſe: Seas are obſerved to 


blow a conſtant equal Gale between 
the North and Weſt from the beginning 
of December to the beginning of May, 
on the 19th of April began to blow 


with much greater Violence, and more 


Weſterly than uſual, continuing ſo for 
"Twenty days rogether, during which 
time we were driven a little to the Eaſt 
of the _ Iflands, and about Three

« 
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Degrees Northward of the Line, as our 
Captain found by an obſervation he took 
the Second 'of May, at which time the 
Wind ceaſed, and it was a perfect Calm, 
whereat I was not a little rejoyced. But 
he, being a Man well experienc'd in the 
Navigation of thoſe Seas, bid us all pre- 
pare againſt a Storm, which accordingly 
happen'd the day following: For a 
Southern Wind, called the Southern 
Monſoon, began to ſet in. 


FinDING it was like to overblow, 
we took in our Sprit- ſail, and ſtood by 
to hand the Fore-fail; but making foul 
Weather, we look'd the Guns were all 
faſt, and handed the Mizen. The Ship 
lay very broad off, ſo we thought it bet- 
ter ſpooning before the Sea, than trying 
or hurlling.

198 the Sea broke ſtrange and dangerous. 


We hawed off upon the Lanniard off 
the Whipſtaff, a helped the Man at 
Helm. We would not get down our 
Top- Maſt, but let all ſtand, becauſe ſhe 
ſcudded before the Sea very well, and we 
knew that the Top- Maſt being aloft, the 
Ship was the wholeſomer, and made bet.

Re | | 


DUuRING 
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” Dux this ſtorm, which was fol. 
lowed by a ſtrong Wind Weſt-ſouth-weſt, 
we were carried by my computation a- 
bout Five hundred leagues to the Eaſt, ſo 
that the oldeſt Sailor on board could not 
tell in what part of the world we were. 
Our. Proviſions held out well, our Ship 
was ſtaunch, and our Crew all in good 
health; but we lay in the utmoſt diſtreſs 
for Water. We thought it beſt to hold 
on the ſame courſe rather than turn more 
Northerly, which might have brought 
us to the North-weſt parts of Great Tar- 
tar), and into the Frozen Sea. 


ON the 16th Day of June, 1703, a 
Boy on the Top-maſt diſcovered Land. 
On the 17th we came in full view of 
a great Iſland or Continent (for we 
knew not whether) on the South fide 
whereof was a ſmall Neck of Land jut- 
ting out into the Sea, and a Creek too 
{ſhallow to hold a Ship of above One 
hundred tuns. We caſt anchor within a 


League of this creek, and our Captain 
. ſent

J, 
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ſent a Dozen of his men well armed in the 
Long-boat, with Veſſels for Water if any 
could be found. I deſired his leave to 
go with them, that I might ſee the coun- 
trey, and make what diſcoveries I could. 
When we came to land, we ſaw no Ri- 
ver or Spring, nor any ſign of Inhabitants. 
Our men therefore wander'd on the ſhore 
to find out ſome freſh Water near the ſea, 
and. I walked alone about a Mile on 
the other ſide, where I obſerved the 


countrey all barren and rocky. I now 


began to be weary, and, ſeeing nothing 


to entertain my curioſity, I returned 


gently down towards the Creek ; and, 
the Sea being full in my view, I aw 


our men already got into the Boat, and 


rowing for life to the Ship. I was go- 
ing to hollow after them, although it 
had been to little purpoſe, when J ob- 
ſerveda huge Creature walkingafter them 
in the ſea, as faſt as he could: He waded 
not much deeper than his knees, and 
took prodigious ſtrides : But our men 


Had the ſtart of him Half a league, and 


9 the 
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rhe Sea thereabouts being full of ſharp- 
pointed. Rocks, the Monſter, was not 
able to overtake the Boat. This I was 
afterwards told, for I durſt not ſtay to ſee 
the iſſue of that adventure ; but ran as 
faſt as I could the way I firſt went ; and 
then climbed up a ſteep Hill which, gave 
me ſome proſpect of the countrey. I 
found it fully cultivated; but that which 
firſt ſurprized me was the length of the 
Graſs, which in thoſe grounds chat ſeem- 
ed to be kept for Hay, was Wone Ten 
ty foot high. 


I fall into a high Road, for ſo 32 
it to be, though it ſerved to the inhabi- 
tants only as a foot Path througha Eield of 
barley. Here I walked on for ſome time, 
but could ſee little on either fide, it be. 
ing now near Harveſt, and the Corn ri- 
ſing at leaſt Forty foot. I was an Hour 
walking to this end of the field, which 
wasfenced in with a Hedge ofat leaſt One 
hundred and twenty foot high, and the 
Trees ſo * that Ic make no com- 

putation 
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putation of their Altitude. There was 
a Stile to paſs from this feld into the 
next. It had Four ſteps,” and a Stone to 
croſs over when you came to the upper- 
moſt. It was impoſſible for me to climb 
this ſtile, becauſe every Step was Six foot 
high, and the upper Stone a above Twenty. 
I was endeayouring to find ſome Gap in 
the hedge, when I diſcovered one of 
the Inhabitants in the next field adVan- 
cing towards the ſtile, of the ſame ſize 
with him whom I ſaw in the ſea purfu- 
ing our Boat. He appeared as tall as an 
ordinary Spire-ſteeple, and took about 
Ten yards at every ſtride, as near as I 
could gueſs, I was ſtruck with the ut- 
moſt fear and aftoniſhment, and ran to 
hide myſelf in the corn, from whence 
I faw him at the top of the ſtile; look- 
ing back into the next field on the right 
hand, and heard him call in a voice ma- 
ny degrees louder than a Speaking Trum- 
pet; but the Noiſe was ſo high in tlie 
air, that at firſt I certainly thought it 
Wa T RNs Rube, od Seven Mon- 

ſters 
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ters like. himſelf came towards him with 
eaping-hooks in their hands, each Hool 
Ju the largeneſs of dix Jcythes. Theſe 
people were not ſo well clad as the firſt, 
whoſe ſervants or labourers they ſeemed 
to be. For, upon ſome words he ſpoke, 
they went to reap the corn in the field 
. L lay. I kept from them at as great 
a diſtance as I could, but was forced to 
move with extreme difficulty, for the 
Stalks of the corn were ſometimes not as 
bovea Foot diſtant, ſo that I could hardly 
ſqueeze my body betwixt them. Hows 
ever, I made a ſhiſt to go forward till I 
came to a part of the field where the corn 
had been laid by the Rain and Wind. 
Here it was impoſſible for me to advance 
a ſtep; for the Stalks were ſo interwoven 
that I could not creep thorough, and the 
Beards of the fallen Ears ſo ſtrong and 
pointed that they pierced through my 
clothes into my fleſh.-- At the ſame 
time I heard 8 Reapers not above an 
Hundred yards behind me. Being quite 
diſpirited With tail, and wholly over-

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come by grief and deſpair, 1 lay down 
between Two Ridges, and heartily 
wiſhed 'T might there end my days. I 
bemoaned my deſolate Widow, and Fa- 
therleſs Children. I lamented my own 
folly and wilfulneſs in attempting a Se- 
cond Voyage againſt the advice of all 
my friends and relations. In this terrible 
agitation of mind I could not forbear 
Flünking of Lilliput, whoſe Inhabitants 


looked upon me as the greateſt Prodigy 


that ever appeared 1 in the world ; where

my hand, and perform thoſe other aQi- 
ons which will be recorded for ever in 


the Chronicles of that Empire, while 


Poſterity ſhall hardly believe them, al- 
though atteſted by Millions. I reflected 
what a mortification it muſt. prove to 
me to appear as inconſiderable in this 
nation as one fingle Lilliputian would 
be among us. But, this I conceived was 
to be the leaſt of my misfortunes : For, 
as human Creatures are obſet ved to be 


9 77 ſavage and cruel in proportion to 


their 
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their Bulk, what could I expect but to 
be a Morel in the mouth of the firſt 
among theſe enormous Barbarians that 
ſhould happen to ſeize me? Undoubt- 
edly Philoſophers are in the right when 
they tell us, that nothing is great or little 
otherwiſe than by Compariſon, It might 
have pleaſed fortune to let the Lillipu- 
tians find ſome nation, where the peo- 
ple were as Diminutive with reſpe& to 
them, as they were to me. And who 
knows but that even this prodigious Race 
of Mortals might be equally overmatch- 
ed in ſome diſtant part of the world, 
whereof we have yet no diſcovery ? 


SCARED and confounded as I was, I 
could not forbear going on with theſe 
reflections, when one of the reapers ap- 
proaching within Ten yards of the Ridge 
where I lay, made me apprehend that 
with the next ſtep I ſhould be ſquaſhed 
to death under his Foot, or cut in Two 
with his Reaping-hook, And therefore

Ir was about Twelve at noon, and a 
ſervant brought in Dinner. It was only 
One ſubſtantial diſh of Meat (fit for the 
plain condition of an Husband-man) 
in a Diſh of about Four and twenty 
foot Diameter. The company were 
the Farmer and his Wife, Three Chil- 
dren, and an old Grandmother: When 
they were ſat down, the Farmer placed 
me at ſome diſtance from him on the 
Table, which was Thirty foot high 
from the floor.

The Wife 
minced a bit of Meat, then crumbled 
ſome Bread on a trencher, and placed 
it before me. I made her a low Bow, 
took out my Knife and Fork, and fell 
to eat, which gave them exceeding 
delight. The Miſtreſs ſent her Maid 
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for a ſmall Dram-cup, which held about 
Three gallons, and filled it with drink, 
I took up the veſſel with much difficulty 


in both hands, and in a moſt reſpectful 


manner drank to her Ladyſhip's Health, 
expreſſing the words as loud as I could 
in Engliſh, which made the company 
laugh ſo heartily, that I was almoſt 


.deafned with the noiſe. This liquor 


taſted like a ſmall Cyder, and was not 
unpleaſant. 'Then the Maſter made me 
2 ſign to come to his trencher {ide ; 
Fen as I walked on the Table, being 1 in 
great ſurprize all the time, as the indul- 


gent reader will eaſily conceive and ex- 


cuſe, I happened to ſtumble againſt a 
Crult, and fell flat on my face, but re- 
ceived no hurt. I got up immediately, 
and obſerving the good people to be in 


much concern, I took my Hat (which 1 


held under my arm out of good man- 


ners) and waving it over my head, made 
Three Huzza's to ſhew I had got no 
miſchief by my fall. But advancing for- 
wards toward my Maſter (as I ſhall hence- 


forth 


. 
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forth call him) his youngeſt Son who 
fate next him, an arch Boy of about ten 
Years old, took me up by the Legs, and - 
held me ſo high in the Air, that I trem- 
bled every limb; but his Father ſnatch- 
ed me from him, and at the ſame time 
gave him ſuch a Box on the left Far, as 
would have felled an European Troop 
of Horſe to the earth, ordering him to 
be taken from the table. But, being 
afraid the Boy might owe me a ſpight, 
and well remembring how miſchievous 
all Children among us naturally are to 
Sparrows, Rabbets, young Kittens, and 
Puppy Dogs, I fell on my knees, and 
pointing to the boy, made my Maſter to 
underſtand, as well as I could, that Ide- 
fired his ſon might be pardoned. The 
Father complied, and the lad took his 
ſeat again; whereupon I went to him and 
kiſſed his hand, which my Maſter took, 
and made him ſtroak me gentlywith it. 


Is the midſt of dinner my Miſtreſs's 
Favourite Cat leapt into her lap. I 
| heard 
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heard a Noiſe behind me like that of a 
Dozen 'Stocking-Weavers at work; and 
turning my Head I found it proceeded 
from the purring of this Animal, who 
ſeemed to be Three times larger chan an 
Ox, as I computed by the View of her 
Head, and one of her Paws, while her 


Miſtreſs was feeding and ſtroaking her. 


The Fierceneſs of this Creature's Coun- 
tenance altogether diſcompoſed me; 
though I ſtood at the further end of the 


Table, above Fifty foot off, and although 


my Miſtreſs held her faſt for fear ſhe 
might give a ſpring, and ſeize me in 


her talons. But it happened there was 
no danger; for the Cat took not the 


leaſt notice of me when my Maſter 
placed me within Three yards of her. 
And as I have been always told, and 
found true by experience in my travels, 
that flying, or diſcovering Fear before a 


.. fierce animal, is a certain way to make 


it purſue or attack you; ſo I reſolved in 
this dangerous juncture to ſhe no man- 
ner of concern. I walked with Intre- 


pidity 
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pidity Five or Six times before the very 
Head of the Cat, and came within half 
a Yard of her; whereupon ſhe drew her 
ſelf back, as if ſhe were more afraid of 
me: I had leſs apprehenſion concerning 
the Dogs, whereof Three or Four came 
into the room, as it 1s uſual in Farmers 
houſes; one of which was a Maſtiff 
equal in bulk to Four Elephants, and a 
Grey-hound ſomewhat taller than the 
Maſtiff, but not ſo large. 


WEN dinner was almoſt done, the 
Nurſe came in with a Child of a Year 
old in her arms, who immediately ſpy'd 
me, and began a ſquall that you might 
have heard from London-Bridge to Chel- 
fea, after the uſual Oratory of infants, 
to get me for a Play-thing. The Mo- 
ther out of pure indulgence took me 
up, and put me towards the Child, who 
preſently ſeized me by the Middle, and 
got my Head in his Mouth, where I 
Toared ſo loud that the Urchin was 
frighted, and let me drop; and I ſhould

22 _A\Vovracr 10 
infallibly. have broke. my neck if the 
Mother had not held her Apron 
under me. The Nurſe, to quiet her 
babe, made uſe of a Rattle, which was 
a kind of hollow Veſſel filled with great 
ſtones, and faſtned by a Cable to the 
Child's waſt: But all in vain, ſo that 
Aſhe was forced to apply the laſt remedy by 
giving it ſu k. I muſt confeſs no Ob- 
ject ever diſguſted me ſo much as the 
fight of her monſtrous Breaſt, which I 
cannot tell what to compare Huh, ſo 
as to give the curious reader an Idea of 
its Bulk, Shape and Colour. It ſtood 
prominent Six foot, and could not be 
leſs than Sixteen in circumference. The 
Nipple was about half the bigneſs of 
my Head, and the Hew both of that and 
the Dug ſo varified with Spots, Pimples 
and Freckles, that nothing could appear 
more nauſeous: For I had a near fight 
of her, ſhe ſitting down the more con- 
veniently to give ſuck, and I ſtanding on 
the table.

ment that the ſmootheſt and whiteſ 
$ins look rough and _— and ill 
coloured. 


I remember when I was at Liliput, 
the Complexions of thoſe diminutive 
people appeared to me the Faireſt in the 
world, and talking upon this ſubject 
with a perſon of Learning there, who. 
was an intimate friend of mine, he ſaid 
that my Face appeared much fairer and 
ſmoother when he looked on me from 
the ground, than · it did upon a nearer 
view when I took him up in my hand, 
and brought him cloſe, which he confeſ- 
ſed was at firſt a very ſnocking ſight. He 
ſaid he could diſcover great Holes in my 
skin, that the Stumps of my beard were 
Ten times ſtronger than the Briſtles of a 
Boar, and my Complexion made up of 
ſeveral colours altogether diſagreeable:

| diccourling of the Ladies in that Em- 
peror's Court, he uſed to tell me, one 
had freckles, another too wide a mouth, 

a third too large a noſe, nothing of 
which I was able to diſt inguiſh. I con- 
feſs this reflection was obvious enough; 
which however I could not forbear, leſt 

the Reader might think thoſe vaſt Crea- 
tures were actually deformed: For Imuſt 
do them juſtice to ſay they are a comely 
Race of people; and particularly the 
Features of my Maſter's Countenance, 
although he were but a Farmer, when 1 
beheld him from the height of Sixty, 
foot, appeared WAY: well mrpportinged.. 


WI dinner Was * my Maſter 
went out to his labourers, and as I could 


5 diſcover by his voice and geſture, gave 


his Wife a ſtrict charge to take care of 


me. I was 2 much tired and diſpoſed 
to 
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to ſleep, which my Miſtreſs perceiving, 
ſhe put me on her own bed, and covered 
me with a clean white Handkerchief, 
but larger and coarſer than the Main- ſail 


of a Man of War. 


I ſlept about Two hours, and dreamed 
I was at home with my Wife and Chil- 
dren,which aggravated my ſorrows when 
I awaked and found my elf alone in a 
vaſt room, between Two and Three hun- 
dred foot wide, and above Two hundred 
high, lying in a bed Twenty yards 
wide. My Miſtreſs was gone about her 
houſhold affairs, and had locked me in. 
The bed was eight yards from the floor, 
Some natural Neceſſities required me to 
get down; I durſt not preſume to call, 
and if I had, it would have been in vain 
with ſuch a Voice as mine at ſo great a 
diſtance from the room where I lay to 
the kitchen where the Family kept.

of the window: Then ſhe ſer me on a 
table where Tſhewed' her my Hanger all 
blood and wiping it on 76 Lappet of 

my Coat, returned it to the Scabbard: 
T Hs pr eſſed to do more than one thing, 
which another could not do for me, and 
therefore endeavoured to make my Mil 
treſs underſtand that I deſired to be ſet 
down on the floor; which after ſhe had 
done, my Baſhfiilneſs would hot ſuffer 
me to expreſs myſelf farther than by 
pointing to the door, and bowing ſeve-

difficulty at laſt perceived what I would 


be at, and taking me up again in her 


hand, walked into the Garden where ſhe 
ſet me down. I went on one fide about 


Tw@hundred yards, and beckoning to 


her not to look or to follow me, I hid 


my ſelf between Two Leaves of Sorrel, 


nature. 


1 hope the gentle reader will excuſe 
me from dwelling on theſe and the like 
Particulars, which however inſignificant 
they may appear to grovelling vulgar 
minds, yet will certainly help a Philo. | 
fopher to enlarge his thoughts and ima- 
gination, and apply them to the Benefit 
of Publick as well as Private life, which 
was my ſole deſign in preſenting this 
and other accounts of my Travels to the 
world; wherein I have been chiefly ſtu- 
dious of Truth, without affecting any or- 
naments of Learning or of Style.

I was immediately produced, and 
placed upon a Table, where I walked as 


Twas commanded, drew my Hanger, put 


it up again, made my reverence to my 
Maſter's Gueſt, asked him in his. own 
language how he did, and told him he 
was welcome, juſt as my little Nurſe had 


inſtructed me. This Man, who was old 


and dim- ſighted, put on his Spectacles to 
behold me better, at which JI could not 
forbear laughing very heartily, for his 
Eyes appeared like the Full-Moon ſhin- 
ing into a chamber at Two windows, 
Our people, who diſcovered the cauſe of 
my Marth, bore me company in Laugh- 
ing, at which the old Fellow was fool 
enough to be angry and out of counte- 
nance. He had the character of a great 
Miſer, and, to my misfortune, he well 
deſerved it by the curſed advice he gave 
my Maſter to ſhew me as a Sight upon 
a Market-Day in the next town, which 
| l Was 
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Was, Half an hour's riding, about Two. 
and twenty miles from our houſe. 1gueſ- 
ſed there was ſome miſchief contriving, 
hen L obſerved my Maſter and his Friend 
whiſpering. long together, ſometimes 
pointing at me; and my Fears made me 
fanſyc that I oyerheard and underſtood. 
ſome of their: words. But, the next 
morning Glumdalclireh my little Nurſe 
told me the whole matter, which ſhe had 
eunningly picked out from her Mother. 


The poor Girl, laid me on her boſom, 


and fell a weęping with ſhame and grief. 


Ihe apprehended {ome miſchief would 


happen to me from rude vulgar folks, 
who might ſqueeze me to death or break 

one of my Limbs by taking me in their 
hands. She had alſo abſerved how mo- 
deſt I was in my nature, how nicely I re- 
garded my Honour, and what an Indig- 
nity Iſhould conceive it to be expoſed for 
Mon eyas apublick SpeQaeleto the mean- 
eſt of the people. She ſaid, her Papa and 


Mamma had promiſed thatGri/dri gſhould 


* Re, but now Gy found they meant, 
4 to 
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to ſerve her as they did laſt year, when 
they pretended to give her a Lamb, an 

yet, as ſoon as 'Jt Was fat, ſold it to a 
butcher.” For my own part, 1 may truly 

affirm'thatT was leſs concerned than mi 

Nurſe. I had a ftrong hope which ne: 
ver left me, that 1 Th6ald one day re- 
cover my Liberty; and as to the Igno- 
miny of being carried about for a 2 Mon- 
ſter, I conſidered my ſelf to be a perfect 
Stranger in the Countrey, and Tet ſuch 
a Misfortune could never be charged 
upon me as a Reproach if ever I ſhould 
return to England; ſince the King of 
Great Britain himſelf, in my condition, 

muſt aye undergone the lame Diſtreſs, 


"My Maſter purſuant to the advice of 
his Friend, carried me in a Box the next 
Market-day to the neighbouring Town, 
and took along With him his little daugh- 
ter my Nurſe upon a Pillion behind 
him. The Box was cloſe on every ſide, 
with a little Door for me to go in and 
out, and a few Gimlet- holes to let in 


, Air, 
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Air. The Girl had been ſo careful to 
put the Quilt of her baby's. bed into it, 
for me to lye down on. However, I 
was terribly Bn and, diſcompoſed in 
this j "$6254 though it were but of Half 
an hour. For the Horſe went about 


Forty foor at every ep, and trotted ſo 
high, that the Agitation was equal to the 


riſing and falling of a Ship in a great 
ſtorm, but much more frequent: Our 
Journey was ſome what further than from 
London to St. Albans. My Maſter alight. 
ed at an Inn which he uſed to frequent; 
and after conſulting a while with the 
Inn-keeper, and making ſome neceſſary 
Preparations, he hired the Grultrad, or 
Cryer to give notice through the town 


of a ſtrange Creature to be ſeen at the 


ſign of the Green Zag/e not ſo big as a 
Splacuuc (an Animal in that Countrey 
very finely ſhaped, about Six foor long) 
and in every part of the body reſembling 

an human creature, could ſpeak ſeveral 
words, and perform an hundred divert- 
ing tricks. YR 
I was 
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was placed upon a Table in the 
largeſt room of the Inn, which might 
be near Three hundred foot ſquare. My 
little Nurſe ſtood on a low Stool cloſe 
to the table, to take care of me, and di- 
re& what I ſhould do. My Maſter, to 
avoid a crqud, would ſuffer only Thirty 
People at a time to ſee me. I walked 
about on the table as the Girl command- 
ed; ſhe asked me Queſtions as far as ſhe 
knew my Underſtanding of the language 
reached, and I anſwered them as loud as 
I could. I turned about ſeveral times 
to the company, paid my humble re- 
ſpects, ſaid they were welcome, anduſed 
ſome other ſpeeches I had been taught. 
I took up a Thimble filled with liquor, 
which Glumdalclitch had given me for 
' Cup, and drank their health. I drew 
out my Hanger, and flouriſhed with it 
after the manner of Fencers in England. 
My Nurſe gave me part of a Straw, 
which Iexerciſed as a Pike, having learn- 
ed the art in my youth. I was that 
day ſhewn to Twelve Sets of company, 


and 
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and as often forced to go over again 
with the ſame Fopperies, till I was 
half dead with wearineſs and vexation, 
For, thoſe who had ſeen me made fach 
wonderful Reports, that the peoplewere 
ny to break down the Doors to come 
My Maſter for his on Intereſt 

: Sail not ſuffer any one to touch me 
except my Nurſe; and, to prevent dan- 
ger, Benches were ſet round the T able 
at ſuch a diſtance as put me out of every 
body's reach. However, an unlucky 
School boy aimed a hazel Nut directly 
at my head, which very narrowly” miſ- 
ſed me; atherwiſe; it came with fo much 
violence that it would have © -infallibly 
knocked out my brains, for it was almoſt 
as large as a ſmall Pumpion: But I had the 
fatisfaction to ſee the young Rogue well 
Verben, and turned out of the room. 
M Maſter gave publick notice, that 

| he would ſhew me again the next Mar- 
ket-day, and in the mean time he pre- 
pared a more convenient Vehicle for me, 
wan he had n enough to do; for 
| I was 


/ 
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I was ſo tired with my firſt Journey, and 
with entertaining - company- for Eight 
hours together, that I could hardly ſtand 
upon my legs, or ſpeak a word. It 
was at leaſt Three days before I recover - 
ed my ſtrength; and that I might have 
no reſt at home, all the neighbouring 
Gentlemen from an Hundred miles round, 
hearing of my fame, came to ſee me at 
my Maſter's own houſe. There could not 
be fewer than Thirty perſons with their 
Wives and Children (for the Countrey 


was very populous;) and my Maſter de- 


manded the rate of a full room when- 


ever he ſhewed me at home, although 
it were only to a ſingle family. So that 


for ſome time I had but little eaſe every 
day of the week (except Wedneſday, 


which is their Sabbath) although I were 


not carried to their town. 


Mx Maſter finding how profitable 1 
was like to be, reſolved to carry me to 
the moſt conſiderable Cities of the king- 
dom. Having therefore provided himſelf 
with 


— 
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with all things neceſſary for a long jour- 
ney, and ſettled his affairs at home, he 
took leave of his Wife, and upon the 
yth of Auguſt 1703, about Two months 
_ after my arrival, we ſet out for the Me- 
tropolis, ſituated near the middle of that 
Empire, and about Three thouſand miles 
diſtance from our houſe: My Maſter 
made his Daughter G/umdalciitch ride 
behind him. She carried me on her 
Lap in a Box tyed about her Waſt. The 
Girl had lined it on all fides with the 
ſofteſt Cloth ſhe could get, well quilted 
underneath, furniſhed it with her Baby's 
bed, provided me with Linen and other 
Neceſſar ies, and made every thing as con- 
venĩent as ſhe could. We had no other 
company but a Boy of the houſe, who 
rode after us with the Luggage. 


My Maſter's Deſign was to ſhew me 
in all the towns by the way, and to ſtep 
out of the road for Fifty or an Hundred 
miles, to any Villageor Perſon of Quali- 
ty*s houſe where he might expect cuſtom. 

IN | We 
; | 
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wie made eaſy journies of not above Seven 
or Eightſcore miles a Day: For Gum. 
dulcliteh, on purpoſe to ſpare me, com- 
plained ſhe was tired with the trotting of 
the Horſe. She oſten took me out of 
my Box at my own deſire, to give me 
Air, and ſhew me the Countrey, but al- 
ways held me faſt by a Leading- ſtring. 
We paſſed over Five or Six Rivers many 
degrees broader and deeper than the Nile 
or the Ganges; and there was hardly a 
Rivulet ſo ſmall as the Thames at Lon- 
don-Bridge. We were Ten Weeks in 
our Journey, andT wasſhewn in Righteen 
large Towns beſides many Villages and 
private Families. 


O the 26:h Day of October, we ar- 
rived at the Metropolis, called in their 
language Lorbrulgrud, or Pride of the 
Univerſe. My Maſter took a lodging 
in the principal Street of the City, not 
far from the Royal Palace, and put out 
Bills in the uſual form, containing an 
exact Deſcription of my Perſon and Parts. 

He 
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He TRE a large room 1 Three 
and Four hundred foot wide. He pro- 
vided a Table Sixty foot in diameter, 
upon which I was to act my part, and 
paliſadoed round Three foot from the 
Edge, and as many high, to prevent my 
falling over. I was ſhewn Ten times a 
day to the Wonder and Satisfaction of 
all — I could now ſpeak the lan- 
guage tolerably well, and perfectly under- 
ſtood every word that was ſpoken to 
me. Beſides, I had learned their Alpha- 
bet, and could make a ſhift to explain a 
Sentence here and there; for Glumdal. 
clitch had been my Inſtructer while we 
were at home, and at leiſure hours du- 
ring our Journey. She carried a little 
Book in her pocket, not much larger 
than a . Sanfor's Atlas; it was a common 
Treatiſe for the uſe of young Girls, giv- 
ing a ſhort; account of their Religion; 

out of this ſhe taught me my Letters; 
and i e r eted the Words.

L had 
quite loſt my Stomach, and was alHſt 
reduced to a Skeleton. The Farmer ob- 


ſerved it, and concluding I ſoon muſt 
dye, reſolved to make as good a hand 


of me as he could. While he was thus 
Vol. I. O reaſoning 
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reaſoning and reſolving with himſelf, a 
-S/ararai, or Gentleman Uſher came from 
Court, c2 >mmanding my Maſter to carry 
me immediately thither for the Diverſion 
of the Queen and her Ladies. Some of 
the latter had already been to ſee me, and 
reported ſtrange things of my Beauty, 
Behaviour, and good Senſe. Her Maje. 
ſty and thoſe who attended her were be- 
yond. Meaſure delighted with my De- 
meanor. I fell on my knees, and begged 
the honour of kiſſing her Imperial Foot; 
=. but this Gracious Princeſs held out her 
£ little Finger towards me (after I was. ſet 
| on a Table) which I embraced in both 
my Arms, and-put the tip of it, with the 
wtmolt reſpet, to my. Lip. She made 
me ſome general queſtions about my 
ountrey ang my Travels, which I an- 
{ſwer'd as diſt inctly and in as few words as 
T ggpld. She asked whether I would be 
content to live at Court. I bowed down 
to the board of the Table, and humbly 
anſwered, that I was, my. Maſter's Tick: 
but if I were at my own diſpoſal, I 


ſhould 
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ſhould be proud to devote my Life to 
her Majeſty's Service. She then asked 
my Maſter whether he were willing to 
ſell me at a good price. He, who ap- 


prehended I could not live a Month, 
was ready enough to part with me, and 


demanded a Thouſand pieces of Gold, 
which were ordered him on the ſpot, 
each piece being about the bigneſs. of 
Eight hundred Moydores; but, allowing 
for the proportion of all things between 
that Countrey and Europe, and the high 
price of Gold among them, was hardly 
ſo great a ſum as a Thouſand Guineas 
would be in England.

TAE Queen obſerved my coldneſs, 
and when the Farmer was gone out of 
the Apartment, asked me the reaſon. I 


owed no other obligation to my late 
Maſter, than his not daſhing out the 


by chance in his field; which Obligati- 
on was amply recompenced by the gain 
he had made in ſhew ing me through half 
the Kingdom, and the price He had now 
fold me for. That the Life T had fince 
led, was laborious enough to kill an Ani. 
mal of ten times my ſtrength. That my 

Health was much impaired by the Ao 
tinual drudgery of entertaining the Rab- 
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Maſter had not thought my life in danger, 


her Majeſty, perhaps, would not have got 
ſo cheap a bargain. But as Iwas out of all 
fear of being ill treated under the pro- 

tection of ſo great and good an Empreſs, 
the Ornament of Nature, the Darling 

of the World, the Delight of her Subjects 
the Phœnix of the Creation; ſo, I hoped 
my late Maſters apprehenſions would ap- 


pear to be groundleſs, for I already found 


my Spirits to revive by the Influence af

Tals was the ſum of my Speech,

The Queen 
commanded her own Cabinet-maker to 
contrive a Box that might ſerve me for 
"a Bed-chamber, after the Model that 
 Glumdalclitch and I ſhould agree upon. 
This Man was a moſt ingenious Artiſt, 
and according to my directions, in Three 
weeks finiſhed for me a wooden Cham- 
ber of Sixteen foot ſquare, and Twelve 
high, with Saſh Windows, a Door, and 
Two Cloſets, likea London Bed-chamber. 
The Board that made the Cieling was to 
| be lifted up and down by Two Hinges, 


ro 
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to put in a Bed ready furniſhed. by her 
Majeſty's Upholſterer, which Glumdal- 
clicch took out every day to air, made 
it with her own hands, and letting it 
down at night, locked up the Roof over 
me. A nice Workman, who was fa- 
mous for little curioſities, undertook to 
make me Two Chairs, wich Backs and 
Frames, of a Subſtance not unlike Ivory, 
and Two Tables, with a Cabinet to put 
my things in. The Room was quilted 
on all ſides, as well as the Floor and 
the Cieling, to prevent any Accident 
from the Careleſneſs of thoſe who car- 
ried me, and to break the Force of a 
Jolt when I went in a, Coach. I de- 
ſired a Lock for my Door to prevent 
Rats and Mice from coming in: The 
Smith after ſeveral Attempts made the

for 1 have uu a larger at the Gate 
of à Gentleman's houſe in England. 
I made a ſhift to keep the Key in a 
Pocket of my own, fearing Glumdal- 
clitch might loſe it. The Queen like- 

| | wiſe 
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wiſe ordered the thinneſt Silks that could 
be gotten, to make me Cloaths, not 
much thicker than an Engliſb Blanket, 
very cumberſome till T was accuſtomed 
to them. T hey were after the faſhion 
of the Kingdom, partly reſembling the 
Perſian, and partly the Chineſe, and are 
a very grave decent Habit. 


| Tax Queen became fo fond of my 
company, that ſhe could not dine with- 
out me. T had a Table placed upon the, 
ſame at which her Majefty eat, juſt at 
her Left elbow, and a Chair to fit on. 
Glumdaleliteh ſtood upon a Stool on the 
Floor, near my Table, to aſſiſt and take 
care of me. I had an entire Set of Sjl- 
ver Diſhes and Plates, and other Neceſ- 
ſaries, which in proportion to thoſe of 
the Queen, were not much bigger than 

what I have ſeen of the fame kind in a 
London Toy-ſhop, for the furniture of 
a Baby-houſe : Theſe my little Nurſe 
kept in her pocket in a Silver Box, and 
gave me at meals as I wanted them, al- 


ways 
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ways cleaning them herſelf... No Per? 
ſon dined with the Queen but the Tw O 
Princeſſes Royal, the elder Sixteen years 
old, and the younger at that time Thir- 
teen and a month. Her Majeſty uſed to 
put a bit of meat upon one of my diſhes, 
out of which I carved for myſelt ; and 
her diverſion was to ſee me eat in Mini- 
ature. For the Queen (who had indeed 
but a weak ſtomach) took up at one 
mouthful, as much as a dozen Engliſh 
Farmers could- eat at a meal, which to 
me was for ſome time a very nauſeous 
ſight. She would craunch the Wing of 

a Lark, bones and all, between her 
75 although it were Nine times as 


large as that of a full grown Turkey; 


and put a bit of Bread in her mouth, 
as big as ,Two Twelvepenny Loaves. 
She drank out of a golden Cup, above 
a Hogſhead at a draught. Her Knives 


were twice as long as a Scythe ſet ſtrait 
upon the handle; the Spoons, Forks, 


and other Inftruments wereall inthe * 


proportion. I remember when Glum- 
dalclitch 
6 £ 
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daleliteh carried me out of: curioſity to 
ſee ſome of the Tables at Court, where 
'Ten or a Dozen of theſe enormous 
Knives and Forks were lifted up toge- 
ther, I thought I had never till then be- 
held ſo terrible a ſight. 


IT is the cuſtom that every Wedneſ- 
day (which, as I have before obſerved, - 
was their Sabbath) the King and Queen, 
with the Royal Iſſue of both ſexes, 
dine together in the apartment of his 
Majeſty, to whom I was now become a 
great Favourite; and at theſe Times my 
little Chair and Table were placed at 
his Left hand before one of the Salt- 
ſellers. 'This Prince took a pleaſure in 
converſing with me, enquiring into the 
Manners, Religion, Laws, Government, 
and Learning of Europe, wherein I 
gave him the beſt account I was able. 
His Apprehenſion was ſo clear, and his 
Judgment ſo exact, that he made very 
Wiſe Reflexions and Obſervations upon 
all I ſaid.

veruin; he obſerved how contemptible 
Aa Thing was human Grandeür, which 


could be mimicked by ſuch diminutive 
inſects as I: And yet, faid he, I dare 


engage, theſe Creatures have their Titles 


and Diſt inctions of Honour, they con- 

trive little Neſts and Burrows, that they 
call Houſes and Cities; they make a 
figure in Dreſs and Equipage ; they 


love, they fight, they diſpute, they 


| cheat, they betray. And thus he con- 


tinued on, while my colour came and 
went 
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went ſeveral times with indignation to 
hear our noble Countrey, the Miſtreſs 
of Arts and Arms, theScourge of France, 
the Arbitreſs of Europe, the Seat of Vir- 
tue, Piety, Honour, and Truth, the Pride 
and Envy of the World, ſo NS 
ouſly treated. | 


Bur; as I was not in a condition to 
reſent Injuries, ſo, upon mature thoughts, 
I began to doubt whether I were injured 
or no. For, after having been accuſtom- 
ed ſeyeral months to the ſight and con- 
verſe of this people, and obſerved every 
object upon which I caſt mine eyes to 
be of proportionable Magnitude, the 
Horror J had firſt conceived from tlieir 
Bulk and Aſpect was ſo far worn off, 
that if I had then beheld a company” | 
of Engliſb Lords and Ladies in their 
Finery and Birth-day Cloaths, acting 
their ſeveral Parts in the moſt courtly 
manner of Strutting, and Bowing, and. 
Prating; to ſay the truth, I ſhould have 
been ſtrongly * to laugh as much

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at * as this King and his Grandees 
did at me. Neither indeed could I for- 
bear ſmiling at myſelf, when the Queen 
uſed to place me upon her hand towards 
a Looking-glaſs, by which both our 
Perſons appeared before me in full view 
together; and there could nothing be 
more ridiculous than the Compariſon: 
So that I really began to imagine my- 
felf dwindled many degrees below my 
wal les. 


— OTHING angred and mortified me 
ſo much as the Queen's Dwarf, who 
being of the loweſt ſtature that was ever 
in that countrey (for I verily think he 
was not full Thirty foot high) became 
inſolent at ſeeing a Creature ſo much 
beneath him, that he would always affect 
to ſwagger and look big as he paſſed by 
me in the Queen's Antichamber, while 
I was ſtanding, on ſome Table talking 
with the Lords or Ladies of the Court, 
and he ſeldom failed of a ſmall word 


or two upon my Littleneſs; againſt 
YO which 
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which I could only revenge myſelf by 
calling him Brother, challenging him to 
wreſtle, and ſuch Repartees as are uſual 
in the mouths of Court Pages. One day 
at dinner this malicious little Cubb was 
ſo nettled with ſomething I had faid to 
him, that raiſing himſelf upon the Frame 
of her Majeſty's Chair, he took me up 


| by the middle, as I was ſitting down, not 


thinking any harm, and let me drop into 
a large Silver Bowl of Cream, and then 


ran away as faſt as he could. I fell over 


head and ears, and if I had not been a 
good ſwimmer, it might have gone very 
hard with me; for Gl/umdalchitch in 
that inſtant happened to be at the other 
end of the room, and the Queen was 
in ſuch a Fright that ſhe wanted Pre- 
ſence of mind to aſſiſt me. But my little 


' Nurſe ran to my relief, and took me out, 


after T had ſwallowed above a Quart of 
Cream. I was put to bed; however I 
received no other damage than the loſs 
of a Suit of Cloaths, which was utterly 
ſpoiled. The Dwarf was ſoundly whip- 
P 2 ped, 
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ped, and as a further Puniſhment, forced 
to drink up the Bowl of cream, into 
: which he had thrown me; neither was 
he ever reſtored to favour : For, ſoon 
after the Queen beſtowed him to a Lady 
of high Quality, ſo that I faw him no 
more, to my very great ſatisfaction; for 
I could not tell to what extremity ſuch 
a malicious Urchin might have carried 
his reſentment. | 


HE had before ſerved me a ſcurvy 
trick, which ſet the Queen a laughing, 
although at the ſame time ſhe were hear- 
tily vexed, and would have immediately 
.caſhiered him, if I had not been ſo ge- 
nerous as to intercede. Her Majeſty had 
taken a Marrow-bone upon her Plate, 
and after knocking out the Marrow,

Sometimes they would fix upon my 


Noſe or Forehead, where they ſtung me 
to the quick, ſmelling very offenſively, 
and I could eaſily trace that viſcous mat- 
ter, which our Naturaliſts tell us enables 
thoſe Creatures to walk with their feet 
upwards upon a cieling. I had much ado 
to defend myſelt againſt theſe deteſtable 
Animals, and could not forbear ftarting 
when they came on my face.

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Tremember one morning when Glum- 
dalclitch had ſet me in my box upon a 
Window, as ſhe uſually did in fair days 
to give me air (for I durſt not venture 
to let the Box be hung on a Nail out of 
the Window, as we do with Cages in 
England) after I had lifted up one of 
my Saſhes, and fat down at my table to 
eat a piece of Sweet Cake for my Break- 
faſt, above Twenty Waſps, allured by the 
ſmell, came flying into the room, hum- 
ming louder than the Drones of as many 
Bagpipes. Some of them ſeized my Cake, 
and carried it piece- meal away, others 
flew about my Head and Pace, confound- 
ing me with the noiſe, and putting me 
in the utmoſt terror of their Stings. 
However I had the Courage to rife and 
draw my Hanger, and attack them in the 
air, I diſpatched Four of them, but the 
reſt got away, and I preſently ſhut my 
Window. Theſe Creatures were as large 
asPartridges, I took out theirStings,found 
them an Inch and a Half long, and as

No] intend to give the reader 
1a aſbortDeſcription ofthis coun- 
RES trey, as far as I travelled in it, 
which was not above Two thouſand miles 
round Lorbrulgrud the Metropolis. For, 
the Queen, whom I always attended, ne- 
ver went further when ſhe accompanied. 
the King in his Progreſles, and there ſtaid 
till his Majeſty returned from' viewing 
his Frontiers. The whole Extent of this 
Prince's dominions reaching about Six 
thouſand miles in Length, and from Three 
to Five in Breadth. From whence I can- 
not but conclude that our Geographers of 
Europe are in a great error, by ſuppoſing 
nothing 


in 
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nothing but Sea between Japan and 
California; for it was ever my opinion, 
that there muſt be a balance of earth to 
counterpoiſe the great Continent of Tar- 
tary; and therefore they ought to cor- 
ret their Maps and Charts, by joining 
this vaſt Tract of Land to the North-weſt 
parts of America, wherein I ſhall be rea- 
dy to lend them my affiftance. © 


TRE kingdom is a Peninſula, termi- 
nated to the North-eaſt by a Ridge of 
Mountains'Thirty miles high, which are 
altogether impaſſable by reaſon of the 
Volcanoes upon the tops. Neither do 
the moſt Learned know what ſort of 
mortals inhabit beyond thoſe mountains, 
or whether they be inhabited at all. 
On the Three other ſides it is bounded 
by the Ocean. There is not one Sea- 
port in the whole Kingdom, and thoſe 
Parts of the Coaſts into which the Rivers 
iſſue are ſo full of pointed Rocks, and 
the Sea generally ſo rough, that there is 
0 eee with the ſmafleſt of their 


JO! Boats, 
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Boats, fo that theſe people are wholly - 
excluded from any Commerce with the 
reſt of the world. But the large Rivers 
are full of Veſſels, and abound with ex- 
cellent 'Fiſh, for they ſeldom get any 
from the Sea, becauſe the Sea-fiſh are of 
the ſame ſize with thoſe in Europe, and 
conſequently not worth catching ; where- 
by it is manifeſt, that Nature in the Pro- 
duction of Plants and Animals of ſo ex- 
traordinary a bulk is wholly confined to 
this Continent, of which I leave the 
reaſons to be determined by Philoſo- 
phers. However, now and then they 
take a Whale that happens to be daſh- 
ed againſt the Rocks, which the common 
people feed on heartily. "Theſe Whales 
I have known ſo large that a Man could 
hardly carry one upon his Shoulders; and 
ſometimes for curioſity they are brought 
in Hampers to Lorbrulgrud: I faw one 
of them in a Diſh at the King's Table, 
which paſſed for a Rarity, but I did not 
obſerve he was fond of it; for J think 


indeed the Bigneſs diſguſted him, al- 
though

though I have ſeen one ſomewhat larger 
in Greenland.

TRE Country is well inhabited, for 
it, contains Fifty one Cities, near an Hun- 
dred walled Towns, and a great num- 
ber of Villages. To ſatisfy my curious 
reader, it may be ſufficient to deſcribe 
Lorbrulgrud. This City ſtands upon al- 
moſt Two equal Parts on each ſide the 
River that paſſes through. It contains 
above Eighty thouſand Houſes, and about 
Six hundred thouſand Inhabitants. It is 
in length Three Glongluus (which make 
about Fifty four Engliſh Miles) and Two 
and a half in breadth, as I meaſured it 
myſelt in the Royal Map made by the 
King's Order, which was laid on the 
ground on purpoſe for me, and extend- 
ed an Hundred Feet; I paced the Dia- 
meter and Circumference ſeveral times 
barefoot, and computing by the Scale, 
meaſured it pretty exactly.

fice, but an heap of Buildings about Se- 
ven miles round: The chief Rooms are 
generally Two hundred and Forty foot 
high, and broad and long in proporti- 
on. A Coach was allowed to Glumdal- 
clitch and me, 'wherein her Governeſs 
frequently took her out to ſee the town, 
or go among the ſhops; and I was al- 
ways of the party, carried in my Box; 
although the Girl at my own deſire would 
often take me out, and hold me in her 
hand, that I might more conveniently 
view the Houſes and the People as we 
paſſed along the Streets. I reckoned our 
Coach to be about a Square of Weſt. 
minſter-Hall, but not altogether ſo high; 
however, I cannot be very exact. One 
day the Governeſs ordered our Coach- 
man to ſtop at ſeveral Shops, where the 
Beggars, watching their opportunity, 
crouded tothe ſides ofthe Coach, and gave 
me the moſt horrible Spectacles that ever 
an Engliſh Eye beheld. There was a 
Woman with a Cancer in her Breaſt, 
{ſwelled to a monſtrous ſize, full of holes, 


In 
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in Two or Three of which I could have 

eafily crept, and covered my whole body. 

There was a fellow with a Wen in his 
Neck, larger than Five Woolpacks, and 
another with a couple of wooden Legs, 
each about Twenty foot high. But, the 
moſt hateful Sight of all was the Lice 
crawling on their clothes. I could ſee di- 
ſtinctly the Limbs of theſe vermin with 
my naked eye, much better than thoſe of 
an European Louſe thro? a Microſcope, 
and their Snouts with which they root- 
ed like Swine. They were the firſt I had 
ever beheld, and I ſhould have been curi- 
ous enough to diſſect one of them, if Thad 
proper Inſtruments (which I unluckily 
Eft behind me in the Ship) although in- 
deed the Sight was ſo nauſeous, that it 
perfectly turned my ſtomach. 


BESIDE the large Box in which I was 
uſually carried, the Queen ordered a 
{ſmaller one to be made for me, of about 

Twelve foot ſquare, and Ten high, forthe 


convenience of travelling, becauſe the 
other 
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other was ſomewhat too large for Glam. 
dalclitch's Lap, and cumberſome in the 
Coach; it was made by the fame Artiſt, 
whom I G directed in the whole contri. 
vance. This travelling Cloſet was an 
exact Square with a Window in the mid- 
dle of Three of the Squares, and each 
Window was latticed with Iron Wire on 
the outſide, to prevent accidents in long 
journies. On the fourth ſide, which had 
no Window, two ſtrong Staples were 
fixed, through which the Perſon that car- 
ried me, when I had a mind to be on 
horſeback, put in a Leathern Belt, and 
buckled it about his Waſte. This was 
always the office of ſome grave 
Servant in whom I could confide, he- 
ther I attended the King and Queen in 
their Progreſſes, or were diſpoſed to ſee 
the Gardens, or pay a viſit to fome great 
Lady or Miniſter of State in the Court, 
when Glumdaleliteh happened to be out 
of order: For I ſoon began to be known 
and eſteemed among thegreateſt Officers, 
I ſuppoſe more upon account of their 

Majeſty's 
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Majeſty” Ss Favour than any Merit of my 
- own. In journies, when I was weaty 
of the Coach, a Servant on horſeback 
would buckle my Box, and place it on 
a Cuſhion before him; and there I had 
a full Proſpect of the Countrey on Three 
Sides from my Three Windows. I had 
in this Cloſet a Field- bed and a Ham- 
mock hung from the Cieling, Two Chairs 
and *Table, neatly ſcrewed to the Floor, 
to prevent being toſſed about by the A- 
gitation of the Horſe or the Coach. And 
Hhavitig been long uſed to Sea-V oyages, 
thoſe Motions, although ſometimes very 
violent, did not much diſcompoſe me.

chr 1 had a mind to ſee the 
Town, it was always in my Travelling- 
Cloſet, which Glumdalcliteh held in her 
Lap in a kind of open Sedan, after the fa- 
ſhion of the countrey, born by Four Men, 


and attended by Two others in theQueen's 
Livery: - The People who had often 


heard of me; were very curious to croud 


about the Sedan, and the Girl was com- 
7 l plaiſant

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plaiſant enough to make the Bearers ſtop, 


and to take me in her hand that I might 
be more een ſeen. 


1 was very deſirous to ſee the chief 
Temple, and particularly the Tower be- 
longing to it, which is reckoned the 
higheſt in the Kingdom. Accordingly 
one day my Nurſe carried me thither, but 
I may truly ſay Icame back diſappointed; 
for, the height is not above Three thou- 
ſand foot; and reckoning from the Ground 
to the higheſt Pinnacle top; which allow- 
ing for the difference between the ſixeof 
thoſe people, and us in Europe, is no 
great matter for admiration, nor at all 
equal in proportion, (if J rightly remem- 
ber) to dalisbury Steeple. But, not to 
detract from a Nation to which during 
my life I ſhall acknowledge my ſelf ex- 
tremely obliged, it muſt be allowed that 
whatever. this famous Tower wants in 
Height is amply made up in Beauty and 
Strength. For the Walls are near an Hun- 
dred foot thick, built of hewn Stone, 

| Vol. I. Q whereof 
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ried it home in her Pocket to keep 
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wWuhereof each is about Forty foot ſquare, 
and adorned on all ſides with Statues of 


Gods and Emperors cut in Marblelarger 
than the Life, placed in their ſeveral Nich- 
es. I meaſured a Little finger which had 
fallen down from one of theſe Statues, 
and lay unperceived among ſome rub- 
biſh, and found it exactly Four foot and 
an inch in length. Glumdalcliteh wrap- 
ped it up in a Handkerchief, and car- 
a- 
mong other Trinkets, of which the Girl 


was very fond, as Children at her age 
uſually are. 


Tus King's Kitchen is indeed a noble 
Building, vaulted at top, and about Six 
hundred. foot high. The great Oven is 
not ſo wide by Ten paces as the Cupola 
at St. Paul's: For I meaſured the latter 
on purpoſe after my return. But if I 
ſhould: deſcribe the Kitchen-grate, the 
prodigious Pots and Kettles, the joints 


of Meat turning on the Spits, with ma- 
bo other particulars, perhaps I ſhould be 


| hardly 
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hardly believed; at leaſt a ſevere Critick 
would be apt to think I enlarged a little, 
as Travellers are often ſuſpected to do. 
To avoid which cenſure, I fear Ihave run 
too much into the other extream ; and 
that if this Treatiſe ſhould happen to be 
tranſlated into the Language of Brob- 
dingnag, (which is the general name of 
that Kingdom) and tranſmitted: thither, 
the King and his People would have rea- 
ſon to complain thatT had done them an 
injury by a falſe and minute Repre- 
, ſentation. 


1 1s Majeſty ſeldom. keeps above Six 
hundred Horſes in his Stables: They 
are generally from Fifty four to Sixty 
foot high. But, when he goes abroad on 
ſolemn days, he is attended for ſtate by - 
a Militia Guard of five hundred Horſe, 
which indeed I thought was the moſt 
ſplendid Sight that could be ever beheld, 
till I ſa part of his Army in Battalia,

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| > — SHOULD have lived es 

$1 Kg nough in that countrey, if my 
8 Littleneſs had not expoſed me 
to ſeveral ridiculous and troubleſome 
accidents; ſome of which I ſþall venture 
to relate Glumduleliteh often carried 


me into the Gardens of the Court in my 


ſmaller Box, and would ſometimes take 
me out of 1 Kl and hold me in her hand, 


or ſet me down to walk. I wabeilher, 
before the Dwarf left the Queen, he fol- 
lowed us one day into thoſe Gardens, and 
my Nurſe having ſet me down; he and 


I being cloſe together, near ſome Dwarf 


Apple-rrees, I muſt need ſhew my Wit

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by a filly Alluſion between him and the 
Trees, which happens toghold in their 
language as it doth in ours. Whereup- 
on, the malicious Rogue watching' his 
opportunity, when T was walking un- 
der one of them, ſhook it directly over 
my Head, by which a dozen Apples, each 
of them near as large as a Briſtol Bar- 
rel, came tumbling about my ears; one 
of them hit me on the back as I chanced 
to ſtoop, and kn ocked me down flat on 
my face; but I received no other hurt, 
and the Dwarf was pardoned at my as 
ſire, becauſe I had given the TEENS 
tion. 


 'AxoTHER day Glagtalelitch left 
me on a {ſmooth Grafſs-plot to divert 
myſelf while ſne walked at_ſome di- 
ſtance with her Governeſs. In the mean 
time there ſuddenly fell ſuch a violent 
ſhower of Hail, that J was immediate- 
ly by the force of it ſtruck to the ground: 
And when I was down, the Hail-ſtones 
gave me ſuch cruel bangs all over the

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body, as if I had been pelted with Ten- 
nis-balls; however I made a ſhift to 
creep on all Four, and ſhelter myſelf by 
lying flat on my face on the Lee-lide 
of a border of Lemmon Thyme, but 
ſo bruiſed from head to foot that Icould 
not go abroad in Ten days. Neither 
is this at all to be wondered at, becauſe 
Nature in that Countrey obſerving the 
ſame proportion through all her opera- 
tions, a Hail- ſtone is near Eighteen hun- 
dred times as large as one in Europe, 
which I can aſſert upon experience, hay- 
ing been ſo curious to weigh and mea- 
ſure them. 3 


Bur, a motg dangerous Accident hap- 
pened to me 1n the ſame Garden, when 
my little Nurſe believing ſhe had put 
me in a ſecure Place, which I often en- 
treated her to do, that I might enjoy my 
own thoughts, and having leſt my Box 
at home to avoid the trouble of carry- 
ing it, went to another part of the Gar- 
den with her Governeſs and ſome LR 
85 0 
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of her acquaintance. While ſhe was 
abſent and out of hearing, a ſmall white 
Spaniel belonging to one of the chiefGar- 
diners, having got by accident into the 
Garden, happened to rangenear the Place 
where I lay. The Dog following the 
Scent, came directly up, and taking me 
in his mouth ran ſtrait to his Maſter, 
wagging his tail, and ſet me gently on 
the ground. By good fortune he had 
been ſo well taught, that I was carried 
between his Teeth without the leaſt 
hurt, or even tearing my clothes. But, 
the poor Gardiner, who knew me well, 
and had a great kindneſs for me, was in 
a terrible fright. He gently took me 
up in both his hands, and asked me how 
I did ; but T was fo amazed and out of 
Breath, that I could not ſpeak a word. 
In a few minutes I came to my ſelf, 
and hecarried me ſafe to my little N arſe, 
who by this time had returned to the 
Place where ſhe left me, and was in cruel 
agonies when J did not appear, nor an- 
{wer when ſhe called; ſhe ſeverely repri- 
Q 4 manded 
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manded the Gardiner on account of his 
Dog. But, the thing was huſhed up 
and never Enows, at Court; for the Giri 
was afraid. of the Queen 8 Anger, and 
truly as to myſelf, I thought it would 
not be for my reputation that ſuch a 
ty {ſhould go About, ere n 
40 Ens Accident abohutely determin- 
ed Glumdalcliteh never to truſt me abroad 
for the future out of her ſight. I had 
been long afraid of this Reſolution „and 
therefore concealed from her ſome little 
unlucky Adventures tliat happened in 
thoſe times when I, was left by myſelf. 
Once a Kite hovering over the Garden 
made a ſtoop at me, and if I had not 
reſolutely drawn, my Hanger, and run 
under a thick Eſpalier, he would have 
certainly carried me away in his talons. 
Another time walking to the top of a 
freſh Mole hill, I fell to my neck in the 
hole through which: that Animal had caſt 
up the earth, and coined ſome Lye 


nat Worth remembring, to excuſe my- 
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ſelf for ſpoiling my cloaths. I likewiſe 
broke my Right ſhin againſt the ſhell of 

x Snail, which I happened to ſtumble 
cover, as I was walking unde and think- 
ng on pow my qr gee 


. So tell whether x were more 
pleaſed or mortified to obſerve in thoſe 
| ſolitary Walks, that the ſmaller Birds did 
not appear to be at all afraid of me, but 
would hop about within a Yard diſtance, 

looking for worms, and other food with 
as much Indifference and Security as if 
no creature at all were near them. I 
remember, a Thruſh had the confidence 
to ſnatch out of my hand with his Bill 
a piece of Cake that Glumdaleliteb had 
juſt given me for my breakfaſt. When 
I attempted to catch any of theſe Birds, 
they would boldly turn againſt me, en- 
deavouring to pick my fingers, which 1 
durſt not venture within their reach;

moſt deſervedly diſtinguiſhed by theSan- 
ctity of their Lives, and the Depth of 
their Erudition ; who were indeed the 
ſpiritual Fathers of the Clergy any the 
People.

4 the other 1 5 ol FL Pailia- 
ment conſiſted of an Aſſembly called the 
Houſe of Commons, who were all prin- 
cipal Gentlemen, feely picked and cul- 
led out by the people themſelves, for 
their great Abilities, and Love of their 
Countrey, to repreſent the Wiſdom of 
the whole Nation. And, theſe Two 
Bodies make up the moſt auguſt Aſſem-

I then deſcended to the Courts of 
Tuſtice, over which 'the Judges, thoſe 
venerable Sages and Interpreters of the 

Law, preſided, for determining the dif- 
puted Rights and Properties of Men, as 
well as for the Puniſhment of Vice, and 
Protection of Innocence. I mentioned 
the prudent Management of our Trea- 
ſury ; the Valour and Atchievements of 
our Forces by Sea and Land. I compured

Tris Coirarfition was not ended 
under Five Audiences, each of ſeveral 
hours, and the King heard the whole 
with great attention, frequently taking 
Notes of what I ſpoke, as well as Me- 
morandums of ſeveral Queſtions he in- 
tended to ask me. 


Wu I had put an end to theſe 
long diſcourſes, his Majefty in a Sixth 
Audience conſulting his notes, propo- 
ſed many Doubts, Queries, and Objec- 
tions, upon every Article.

Pros to 3 — * Arts 
were pradiſed: in electing thoſe whom 
1 called Commoners: Whether, Me 
Stranger with a ſtrong Purſe might not 
influence the vulgar Vaters to chuſe him 
before their own Landlord, or the moſt 
conſiderable Gentleman in the Netghy 
bourhood ? How it came to paſs, that 
People were ſo violently bent upon get:

How much of their 
Time it employed, whether it ever went 
ſo high as to affect their Fortunes. Whe- 
ther mean vicious People by their Dex- 
terity in that Art might not arrive at 
great Riches, and ſometimes keep our 
very Nobles in Dependance, as well as 
habituate them to vile Companions, 
wholly. take them from the Improve- 
ment of their minds, and force them 
by the Loſſes they have received, to 
learn and praQtiſe that infamous Dexte- 
ny upon others. 


He was vera aſtoniſhed with the 
a> hiſto- 
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- hiſtorical ' Account I gave him of out 
Afairs during the laſt Century, proteſt- 
ing it was only an heap of Conſpiracies, 
Rebellions, Murders, Maſſacrees, Revo- 
lutions, Baniſhments, the very worſt Ef. 
fects that Avatice, Faction, Hypocriſy, 
Perfidiouſneſs, Cruelty, Rage, Madneſs, 


Hatred, Envy, Luſt, Malice, or Ambi- 


tion could produce. 


HIS Majeſty in another Audience 
was at the pains to recapitulate the 
Sum of all I had ſpoken, compared the 
Queſtions he made with the Anſwers 1 
had given; then taking me into his hands, 
and ſtroaking me gently, delivered him- 
ſelf in theſe words, which I ſhall never 
forget, nor the manner he ſpoke them 
in.

them. I obſerve among you ſome Lines 
of an Inſtitution, which in its Original 
might have been tolerable, but theſe half 
eraſed, and the reſt wholly: blurred and 
blotted by Corruptions. , It doth not 
appear from all you have ſaid, how any 
one Virtue is required towards the 
procurement of any one Station among 
you, much leſs that Men are ennobled 
on account of their Virtue, that Prieſts 
are advanced for their Piety or Learn- 
ing, Soldiers for their Conduct or Va- 
lour, Judges for their Integrity, Senators 
for the Love of their Countrey, or 
Counſellors for their Wiſdom. As for 
yourſelf (continued the King) who have 
ſpent the greateſt part of your life in 
travelling, I am well diſpoſed to hope 
you may hitherto have. eſcaped many 
Vices of your Countrey. But, by what ! 
have gathered from your own relation, 

and the Anſwers I have with much pains 


wringed and extorted from you, I cannot 
but 
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but conclude the Bulk of your Natives, 
to be the moſt pernicious Race of little 
odious Vermin that Nature ever ſuffer- 
ed to crawl upon the Iurjace of the 
Barth.

bh 55 oTHING but an extreme 
Loveof Truth could have hin- 
| dred me from concealing this 

1 rot my ſtory. It was in vain to diſco- 
ver my Reſentments, which were always 
turned into ridicule ; and I was forced to 
reſt with patience while my noble and 
moſt beloved Countrey was ſo injuriouſly 
treated. I am heartily ſorry as any of 
my readers can poſſibly be, that ſuch 
an occaſion was given: But this Prince 

e happen- 
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happened to be ſo curious and 1nquiſt- 
tive upon every Particular, that it could 
not conſiſt either with Gratitude or good 
Manners to refuſe giving him what ſa- 
tisfaction I was able. Vet thus much T 
may be allowed to ſay in my own vin- 
dication, that I artfully eluded many 


of his Queſtions, and gave to every point 


a more favourable Turn by many de- 
grees than the ſtrictneſs of Truth would 
allow. For, I have always born that 
laudable Partiality to my own Countrey, 
which Dionyſius Halicarnaſſenſis with 
ſo much juſtice recommends to an Hif- 
torian. I would hide the Frailties and 
Deformities of my Political Mother, and 
place her Virtues and Beauties in the 
moſt advantageous light. This was my 
ſincere endeavour in thoſe many diſcour- 


ſes I had with that Monarch, although i it 


unfortunately failed of Succeſs. Haw 


Bur, great allowances ſhould be giv- 


en to a King who lives wholly ſecluded 


from the reft of the world, and muſt 


Vor. I. T therefore 


— 
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thereforebealtogether unacquaintedwith 
the Manners and Cuſtoms that moſt pre- 
vail in other Nations: The want of 
which Knowledge will ever produce ma- 
ny Pręjudices, and a certain Narrowneſs 
of Thinking, from which we and the 
politer Countries of Burape are wholly 
exempted. And it would be hard in- 
deed, if ſo remote a Prince's Notions of 
Virtue and Vice were to be lere e as a 

Siandard for all Mankind. 


T To confirm what I have now | ſaid, 
and further to ſhew the miſerable Effects 
of a confined Educat ion, I ſhall here in- 
ſert a Paſſage -N hich will hardly obtain 
Belief. In hopes to ingratiate myſelf 
faxther into his Majeſty's favour, I told 
him of an Invention diſcovered between 


Three and Four hundred Years ago, to 


make a certain, Powder, into an heap 
of which the ſmalleſt ſpark of Fire fal- 
ling, would kindle the hs in a Mo- 
ment, although ic were as big asaMoun- 
3 fy up in the air 

together, 
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together, with a Noiſe and Agitation 
greater than Thunder. That, a proper 
quantity of this Powder rammed into 
an hollow Tube of Braſs or Iron, accor- 
ding to its Bigneſs, Would drive a Ball of 
Iron or Lead with ſuch a Violence and 
Speed as nothing was able to ſuſtain its 
Force. That the largeſt Balls thus diſ- 
charged, would not only deſtroy whole 
Ranks of an Army at once, but batter the 
ſtrongeſt Walls to the ground, fink down - 
Ships with a Thouſand Men in each, to 
the bottom of the Sea; and when link- 
ed together by a Chain, would cut 
through Maſts and Rigging, divide Hun- 
dreds of Bodies in the middle, and lay all 
waſte before them. That we often put 
this Powder into large hollow Balls of 
Iron, and diſcharged them by an En- 
gine into ſome City we were beſieging, 
which would rip up the Pavements, tear 
the Houſes to pieces, burſt and throw 
Splinters on every ſide, daſhing out the 
Brains of all who came near. That I 
knew the Ingredients very well, which

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were cheap, and common; I underftood 
the manner of compounding them, and 
could direct his Workmen how to make 
thoſe Tubes of a Size proportionable to 
all other things in his Majeſty's King- 
dom, and the largeſt need not to be above 
an Hundred foot long; Twenty or Thirty 
of which Tubes charged with the proper 
quantity of Powder and Balls, would bat- 
Er dawn the, Walls of ihe frongeſ 
Town in his Dominions in a few hours, 
or deſtroy the whole Metropolis, if ever 
it ſhould pretend to diſpute his abſolute 
Commands.

A ſtrange Effect of narrow Principles

endued with admirable Talents for Go- 


vernment, and almoſt adored by his 
Sübjects, ſhould from a nice unneceſſary

Put into his hands, that would have made 
him abſolute Maſter of the Lives, the Li- 
berties, and the Fortunes of his People. 
Neither do I fay this with the leaſt In- 
tention to detract from the many Vir- 
tues of that excellent King, whoſe Cha- 
rater I am- ſenſible will on this account 
be very much leſſened in, the opinion of 
an Engliſh reader: But, I take this De- 
fect among them to have riſen from their 
Ignorance, they not having hitherto re- 
duced Politics into a Science, as the 
more acute Wits of Europe have done. 
For, I remember very well, in a Diſ- 
courſe one day with the King, when I 
happened to ſay there wereſeveral Thou- 
ſand Books among us written upon the 
Art of Government, it gave him (direct- 
ly contrary to my intention) a very 
mean opinion of our Underſtandings. 
He profeſſed both to abominate and de- 
ſpife all My/fery, Refinement, and In- 
trigue, either in a Prince or a Miniſter. 
He could not tell what I meant by Se- 
frets of State, where an Enemy or Le 
Wa 
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tival Nation were not in the Caſe. He 
confined the Knowledge of governing 
within very narrow Bounds; to com- 
mon Senſe and Reaſon, to Juſtice and 
Lenity, to the ſpeedy Determination 
of civil and criminal Cauſes; with ſore 
other obvious Topicks which are not 
worth conſidering. And, he gave it for 
his Opinion, that whoever could make 
Two Ears of Corn, or Two Blades of 
Graſs to grow upon a Spot of ground 
where only one grew before, would de- 
ferve better of Mankind, and do more eſ- 
ſential Service to his Countrey than the 
whole Race of Politicians put together. 


Taz Learning of this people is very 
deſective, conſiſting only in Morality, 
Hiſtory, Poetry and Mathematicks,where- 
in they muſt be allowed to excel. But, 
the luſt of theſe is wholly applied to what 
may be uſeful in life, to the improve- 
men of Agriculture and all mechanical 
Arts; ſo that among us it would be little 
eſteemed. And as to Ideas, Entities, Ab-

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ſtractions and Tranſcendentals, I could

N. 0 — of Wie muſt a 
in Words the number of Letters in their 
Alphabet, which conſiſts only in Two 
and twenty.

They are 
expreſſed in the moſt plain and ſimple 
terms, wherein thoſe People are not 
mercurial enough to diſcover above one 
Interpretation. And to write a Com- 
ment upon any Law is a capital Crime. 
As to the Deciſion of civil Cauſes, or 
Proceedings againſt Criminals, their Pre- 
. cedents are ſo feu, that they have little 
reaſon to boaſt of any ee Skill 
in either. 


Tux have had the Art of Printing, 
as well as the Chineſe, time out of 
mind. But their Libraries are not very 
large; for that of the King's, which" is 
reckoned the biggeſt, doth not amount to 

above 
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above a Thouſand Volumes, placed in a 
Gallery of Twelve hundred foot long, 
from whence I had liberty to borrow 
what books I pleaſed. The Queen's 
Joyner had contrived in one of Glum- 
dalclitch's rooms a kind of wooden 
Machine Five and twenty foot high, 
formed like a ſtanding Ladder, the Steps 
were each Fifty foot long: It was indeed 
a moveable pair of Stairs, the loweſt end 
placed at Ten foot diſtance from the 
Wall of the Chamber.

However, I was curious to ſee 
what an Author of that Countrey could 
ſay upon ſuch-a Subject. This Writer 
went through all the uſual Topicks of 

W ſhewing how dimi- 

nutive, 
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nutive, contemptible, and helpleſs an 
Animal was Man in his own nature; 
how unable to defend himſelf from the 
Inclemencies of the Air, or the Fury of 
wild Beaſts. How ter he was excel- 
led by one Creature in Strength, by an- 
. in Speed, by a third in Foreſight, 
by a fourth in Induſtry. He added, that 
Nature was degenerated in theſe latter 
declining Ages of the world, and could 
now produce only {mall abortive Births 
in compariſon of thoſe in ancient 
times. He ſaid it was very reaſonable 
to think, not only that the Species of 
Men were originally much larger, but 
alſo that there muſt have been Giants in 
former ages, which, as it is aſſerted by 
Hiſtory and Tradition, ſo it hath been 
confirmed by huge Bones and. Sculls ca- 
ſuallyß dug up in ſeveral parts of the 
Kingdom, far exceeding the common. 
dwindled Race of Man in our days. He 
argued, that the very Laws of Nature 
abſolutely required we ſhould have been 
made in the beginning, of a fize more 
large 
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large and robuſt, not ſo liable to Deſtru- 
Cition from every little Accident of a Tile. 
falling from an Houſe, or a Stone caſt 
from the Hand of a Boy, or of being 
drowned. in a little Brook. From this 
way. of Reaſoning the Author drew 
feveral more Applications uſeful in the 
Conduct of life, but needleſs here to 
re epeat. For my own part, I, could not 
void reflecting how univerſally this Ta- 
tent was ſpread of drawing Lectures in 
Morality, or indeed rather matter of 
Piſcontent and Repining from the Quar- 
rels we raiſe with Nature. " And, I be- 
heve upon a ſtrict Enquiry, thoſe Quar- 
rels might be ſhewn as ill-grounded a- 
nay us, as they are among that People. 


As to their military Affairs, they boaſt 
that the King's Army be of an Hun- 
dred and Seventy ſix thouſand foot, and 
Thirty two thouſand Horſe: If that may 
be called an Army which is made up 

of Tradeſmen i in the ſeveral Cities, and 
Farmers in the — whoſe Com-

Clamdaleliteh and 1 
were much fatigued ; I had gotten a 
ſmall Cold, but the poor Girl was ſo 
ill as to be confined to her chamber. I 
longed to ſee the Ocean, which muſt be 
the only Scene of my Eſcape, if ever it 
ſhould happen. I pretended to be worſe 
than I really was, and defired leave to 
take the freſh air of the Sea, with a 
Page whom I was very fond of, and who 
had ſometimes been truſted with me.

The firſt Jolt had like to have ſhaken me 
out of my Hammock, but afterwards the 
Motion was eaſy enough.

How often did 1 then wiſh myfelf 
with my dear G lumdalchitch, from whom 
one ſingle Hour had fo far divided me! 
And I may fay with truth, that in the 
midſt of my, own misfortunes I could 
not. forbear 3 my poor Nurſe, 
the Grief ſhe would ſuffer for my loſs, 
the Diſpleaſure of the Queen, and the 
Ruin of her Fortune. Perhaps many Tra- 
vellers have not been under greater Dif- 
ficulties and Diſtreſs than I was at this 


juncture, expecting every moment to ſe: 


my Box daſhed in pieces, or at leaſt over- 
ſet by the firſt violent Blaſt, or a riſin 
Wave. A Breach in one ſingle Pane d 
Glaſs would have been immediate Death: 
Nor could any thing have preſerved the 
U 4 Windows 
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Witidows but the ſtrong Lettice Wires 
Placed on the outſide againſt accidents 
1ggfravelling. I faw the Wafer ooze in 
at ſeveral Crannies, although the Leaks 
were not conſiderable, and I endeavour- 
ed to ſtop them as Well a8 T'could:' 1 
was not able to liſt up the Roof of my 
Cloſet, which otherwiſe IT certainly 
ſhould have done and fate on the top 
of it, where I might at leaft preſerve 
myſelf ſome hours longer than by being 
ſhut up, as T may call it, in the Hold. 
Or, if I eſcaped theſe Dangers for a day 
or two, What could I expect but a mi- 
ſerable Death of Cold and Hunger! I 
was Four hours under theſe circumſtan- 
ces, expecting and indeed wiſhing every 
moment to be my laſt. 


Py have already told the Reader, that 
there were Two ſtrong Staples fixed upon 
that fide of my Box which had no Win- 
dow, and into which the Servant who uſed 
to carry me on horſeback would put a lea-

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Being in this diſconſolate ſtate, Theard or 
at leaſt thought T heard ſome kind of gra-

That my Cloſet was hung on all ſides, 
or rather quilted with Silk and Cotton: 
That if he would let one of the Crew 


bring my Cloſet into his Cabbin,I would | 


open it there before him, and ſhew him 
my Goods. The Captain hearing me 
utter theſe Abſurdities, concluded I was 
raving: However, (I ſuppoſe to paci- 
fy me) he promiſed to give order as E 
deſired, and going upon Deck ſent ſome 
of his men down. into my Cloſet, from 
whence (as, I afterwards found) they 
drew up all my Goods, and ſtripped off 
the Quilting; but the Chairs, Cabinet 
and Bed-ſted being ſcrewed to the floor, 
were much damaged by the Ignorance of 
the Seamen, who tore them up by force.

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was inks returnto Englanddriven North 
caltward to the Latitude of 44 Degrees, 
and of Longitude 143. But, meeting a 
Trade Wind- Two days after! I came on 
board him, wie failed Southward a long 
time, and coaſting Neu- Holland kept our 
Courſe Weſt- ſouth · weſt, and then South- 
ſouth-weſt till we doubled the Cape of 

Goeg-bope. Our Voyage was very pro- 
ſpervus, but. I ſhall not trouble t e rea- 
der with a Journal of it. The Captain 
called in at One or Two Ports ke; ſent 
in his Long-boat for Proviſions and freſh 
Water, but I never went out of the Ship 
till we came into the Downs, which was 
on the zd Day of June 15706, about 
Nine months after my Eſcape. I offered 
to leave my Goods in ſecurity, for pay- 
ment of my. Freight ; but: the Captain 
proteſted he would not receive One Far- 
thing. We took kind leave of each other, 
and I made him promiſe he would come 
to ſee me at my Houſe in Redr:f; Ihired 
a Horſe and Guide for Five Shillings, 
which I borrowed of the Captain.
